Villagers Hear, See, Say Nothing 

Clear as Black Mud 


Air Toll 
Record 
Escalates 


By PETER SHAW 

CHERNAYA GRYAZ (Black Mud), 
U.S.S.R. (UPI) — Somewhere in the misty 
environs of this village Is the wreckage of 
what may be the worst civil airline disaster 
In history. 

Six Western newsmen tried, and failed, to 
find it Saturday night. At least two villagers, 
both women, said they had heard nothing, 
seen nothing. There was no reason to disbe¬ 
lieve them. 

A hospital administrator also said the 
crash was news to her. She checked two 
nearby hospitals. The reply was the same. 

The farmland and pine forests in this 
pitch of Mother Russia ©an stretch to in¬ 
finity. There are some low. rolling hills. Tiny 
villages, like this one known as “black 
earth.“ have about a dozen houses and are 
scattered miles apart. 

It is possible, if hard to believe, that a 
jetliner could crash around here on a murky 
night and not attract widespread attention. 

Only Soviet officials know exactly where 
the wreckage lies. They are not talking. 


The village of Chernaya Gryaz Is off to 
the left of the main Moscow-Leningrad high¬ 
way, about seven miles northwest of Shere¬ 
metyevo airport. 

A white on blue sign announces the start 
of the village territory. You know you're 
through it when the next white on blue sign 
bears another village name. 

Six foreign newsmen covered this stretch 
of highway just as night closed In. They saw 
no policemen, no unusual crowds or activity, 
nothing to indicate a nearby scene of trage¬ 
dy. 

Some spotlights several hundred yards to 
the right prompted the observers to veer onto 
a narrow side road. The floodlights brightly 
illuminated harvesters on a small collective 
farm. 

Three men were spotted on the road and 
asked about the crash. 

“We know nothing,” said one, obviously 
an official. He walked to the front of the cor¬ 
respondent’s car, where he saw the license 
plates, identifying foreigners. 

“Turn around,” he barked. “You are not 
allowed on this road.”

The crash of a Soviet jet¬ 
liner near Moscow with the 
loss of 172 lives would, if the 
death toll is confirmed, be the 
worst disaster in civil aviation 
history. 

The worst previous air ac¬ 
cident occurred on July 30, 
1971, when a Japanese j e t 
fighter and an All Nippon air¬ 
ways 727 jet collided near 
Morioka in the Japanese Alps, 
killin'; 162 persons. 

The worst previous single 
plane accident occurred on 
Aug. 14, 1972, when an East 
German Soviet-built Ilyushin 
jetliner crashed and exploded 
in a suburb of East Berlin, 
killing 156 persons. 

Other major air disasters: 

• A Viasa DC-9 crashed 
in Maracaibo, Venezuela 
March 16, 1969, killing 155 
persons — 84 in the plane and 
71 on the ground. 

• A TWA Superconstella¬ 
tion and a United Airlines 
DC-3 collided over New York 
city Dec. 16, 1960, killing 134 
persons. 

• An All Nippon airways 
707 crashed in Tokyo Bay 
Feb. 4, 1966, killing 133 per¬ 
sons.

MOSCOW (AP) — In 
what may have been the 
worst disaster in civil 
aviation history, a Soviet 
airliner on a Friday-the- 
13th flight from Lenin¬ 
grad crashed near a vil¬ 
lage called Black Mud 
killing everyone aboard, 
it was learned Saturday. 

An official at Moscow’s 
Sheremetyevo airport said he 
thought the four-engined Ilyu¬ 
shin-62 airliner was carrying 
162 passengers and 10 crew 
when it plunged through 
heavy rain and crashed near 
busy Leningrad highway. 

The worst previous air ac¬ 
cident was the crash of a Jap¬ 
anese airliner last year which 
took the lives of 162 persons. 

Tass news agency said a 
government commission had 
been appointed to investigate 
the crash. 

There were 38 Chileans 
aboard and at least one Brit¬ 
ish subject. A report that 50 
Frenchmen were aboard 
could not t>e confirmed. The 
French embassy in Moscow 
said it believed only one 
Frenchman was aboard. 

Well-informed Soviet 
sources said there were a 
number of foreign tourists 
aboard the plane and that it 
was a charter flight. 

. The Dyushin-62 can carry 
180 passengers. 

The Soviet Union rarely an¬ 
nounces disasters such as air 
crashes. Reports that reached 
western airline represent¬ 
atives by word of mouth said 
that many people witnessed 
the explosive crash about 
seven miles from the airport. 

A Soviet-built aircraft of the

VAN NUYS, Calif. (UPI) - 
Police have broken up an ex¬ 
tortion plot against television 
star Johnny Carson, but that’s 
about all they’ll say about it. 

Detectives said the incident 
began last Monday when a 
note was sent to Carson’s 
home demanding money and 
threatening harm to Carson, 
his new bride, Joanna, and 
his relatives.

A spokesman for NBC-TV 
said Carson, star of the To¬ 
night show, has been advised 
by police to say nothing about 
the case and to refer all ques¬ 
tions to the robbery-homicide 
investigators handling the 
case. 

Charles Higby of the 
robbery-homicide division 
said a “round-the-clock, ex¬ 
tensive’’ investigation is “far 
from concluded.”

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Women on Their Mind 


TN VIEW OF A STRONG STAND the Progress- 
1 ive Conservative Party has taken on behalf of 
women it is surprising it has attracted the.least 
number of female candidates of any one group in 
the coming election. A record number of 69 women 
are seeking office across the land. Five carry the 
Tory banner, seven are Socreds, the Liberals have 
10 and the New Democrats 26. The remaining 21 
are independents or are undesignated. 

Perhaps it is because the menfolk have con¬ 
vinced them they have their interests at heart and 
women generally are satisfied a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment would advance their cause, no matter 
what the make-up in a break-down of sexes. 

The Progressive Conservatives have stated 
they believe, unequivocally, that changes must be 
made to guarantee in law the right of Canadian 
women to equal rights with men and, as a corol¬ 
lary, equal responsibilities. Thank goodness for the 
corollary. 

* \ 

“No longer can the country tolerate an appar¬ 
ent lack of interest and the inconscionable delay in 
rectifying injustices towards women,” their policy 
statement reads, and, “The party also recognizes 
without qualification that a woman should not be 
bound to traditional roles. Rather, she should be 
able to make her own choice and, indeed, be en¬ 
couraged to develop her talents in any area she 
chooses.” 

This might be taken by some as a tongue-in- 


cheek statement in view of the advances that 
women have made, at least in the past decade. 
Their status certainly has improved greatly in a 
comparately short period of time. 

But there is discrimination still, without a 
doubt, and the Conservatives are promising that, if 
they form the government, they will implement a 
policy of equal treatment in the public service. 
Women will be considered in the same way that 
men now are assessed for federal appointments. 
More women will be appointed to the behch, gov¬ 
ernment boards and agencies, and to the Senate. 

The Tories are not quite as bold insofar as the 
private sector is concerned. This is a different ket¬ 
tle of fish. The hope here is that industry can be 
“encouraged” to follow suit. Perhaps the govern¬ 
ment example would speed up progress that has 
been made in a changing of attitude towards fe¬ 
male employment. There is no way it can be legis¬ 
lated. 

Another important question the Conservatives 
are prepared to deal with is the touchy one of ther¬ 
apeutic abortions. They would make the time avail¬ 
able for a full debate in the House of Commons on 
whether the law allowing abortion should be 
amended. In view of the heat of public discussion 
that continues on this subject, argument by the 
elected representatives of the country might be 
worthwhile. All too often they are not required to 
make their positions clear on matters of vital con¬ 
cern.

Now, men too can endure 
pain and expense for cosmetic 
purposes. 

A Scarborough skin special¬ 
ist has explained how men 
can defeat baldness in a 
manner that may be slightly 
more acceptable than an 
early death. 

For anywhere from 5750 to 
$3,000 a man can have small 
bits of hide punched out of 
the back of his neck and 
transplanted into holes carved 
in his scalp. Transplanted 
hairs fall out but new ones 
grow in their place, producing 
a crop of hair in six months 
to a year. 

The doctor described the 
procedure as "painful, bloody 
and messy” and added it 
could take up to 300 separate 
transplants at 510 each not 
all of the paid being financial. 

Now that the alternative 
has been explained, men may 
wear their baldness with satis¬ 
faction.

TJY ALL PREVIOUS STANDARDS set in Cana- 
■*-' dian federal elections the 1972 campaign is the 
dullest. With little more than two weeks to go, 
voters from coast to coast are still waiting to hear 
in dear terms and concise detail what changes hr 
improvements in the future management of their 
affairs are being planned by any of the three major 
national parties. 

As the witching day draws nearer and nearer 
a good many Canadians cannot help but wonder if 
(he party leaders are accepting their roles as poten¬ 
tial prime ministers with the seriousness and sin¬ 
cerity the present situation existing in this nation 
deserves. 

The attitudes they have collectively and se¬ 
parately demonstrated over the past month seem 
to indicate that they have cither lost touch with 
the public or have failed to grasp the full extent of 
problems now besetting Canada's economic and 
social structure. 

With the charismaless Pierre Trudeau touring 
the country with a pocketful of excuses for his gov¬ 
ernment’s dismal record over the past four years 
and another pocketful of taxpayers’ dollars to 
shamelessly prbmise away if people will vote for his 
party, with Robert Stanfield still playing the role 
of “the quiet man” too gentlemanly and honorable 
to criticize too loudly the misdeeds and mis¬ 


management of the former administration, only 
NDP national leader Dayid Lewis has succeeded in 
generating even the slightest degree Of heat in the 
political contest so far. 

Yet even his double-barrelled revelation of cor¬ 
porate rip-offs and foreign ownership of Canadian 
industry smacks more of political gimmickry than 
sincere concern for the welfare of the Canadian cit¬ 
izen. Why, for instance, has he not included the 
vast network of international unions in this 
country, with their generous tax concessions in his 
list of "corporate bums”? Why has he not 
expressed as much concern about foreign control 
over our labor as he has about foreign control of 
our industries? 

In any case, though the matters he has raised 
needed and still need public airing, they surely can¬ 
not be taken as major issues at this particular time. 
The main issues have been, arc, and will be, unem¬ 
ployment, inflation, productivity, the drift from 
law and order, and over-taxation. 

All three major parties would be well advised 
to state, restate and clarify in positive words what 
they propose to do to meet these continuing prob¬ 
lems. 

And this they must do within the next two 
weeks.

Not Lost on Black Politicians

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In the long run, the most significant result of 
Gen. Idl Amin’s expulsion of the Asians in Uganda 
may be the way It hurts Kenya next door. 

Kenya has. the largest Asian 
population jn black Africa and 
one of the eor*lnent’s fastest 
growing economics. To a 
large extent, the growth de¬ 
pends on the skills and wealth 
' of the Asians and their con¬ 
fidence In the future here. 
That confidence is now sha¬ 
ken. 

One of Nairobi's leading 
lawyers, an Asian citizen born 
In Kenya, was arguing over 
the telephone recently with an 
Aflrcan, "Just wait,” the Afri¬ 
can finally said.

This kind of talk has in¬ 
creased since the troubles in 
Uganda. 

The antics of Amin, in fact, 
may have upset the Asian cit¬ 
izens of Kenya evenmore than 
the non-citizens. The Uganda 
experience has shown that 
the noncitizens «t least have 
some protection from foreign 
governments and somewhere 
to go. The citizens in Uganda 
have to remain to face Amin’s 
wrath. 


Americans Murdered, Humiliated; 
Amin Allowed To Get Away with It 


In late July, Dr. Thomas 
Patrick Melady, the new U.8. 
ambassador to Uganda, met 
Gen. Idl Amin for the first 
time. The ambassador quickly 
sent his Impressions to Wash¬ 
ington in a confidential 
memo. While his opinion of 
the Uganda ruler was low, the 
ambassador urged the U.8. 
government to try not to 
antagonize him. 

"Not antagonizing Amin” 
has been the hallmark of U.S. 
policy toward Amin, not only 
since the arrival of Melady, 
but long before, in the view of 
many observers here. 

The United States has stuck 
to this poUcy even though 
Americans have been abused 
far more by Amin’s soldiers 
than any other group of for¬ 
eigners in Uganda except 
Asians with British passports. 

★ it a 

Since Amin took power by 
coup in January. 1971, three 
Americans — a journalist, a 
university lecturer, and a 
Peace Corps trainee — have 
been killed, one Peace Corps 
trainee wounded, the wife of a 
U.S. diplomat molested and 
almost raped, several Ameri¬ 
cans thrown in jail without 
cause, and numerous Ameri¬ 
can tourists searched and 
roughed up. 

The response to this has 
been a helpless wringing of 
the hands, a few milk-toast 
attempts at muted protest and 
a furious expenditure of en¬ 
ergy, particularly by Melady, 
to try to prevent U.S. readers 
from finding out just how 
badly Americans have been 
treated in Uganda. 


The rationale for all tliis 
has been concern for the 
safety of almost 1000 Ameri¬ 
cans who live in Uganda. U.S. 
officials insist that if the Unit¬ 
ed States offended Amin in 
tome way, the erratic general 
might go into a rage and 
harm the Americans there. 

The chronological record, 
pieced together from public 
and private sources, both in 
Washington and East Africa, 
tells the full story of how the 
U.S. government has reacted 
to a tyrant in a little country 
In a part of the world that the 
United States usually ignores. 


The first and most serious 
Incident involving Americans 
came in early July, 1971, 
when soldiers at Mbarara 
barracks in southwest Uganda 
killed Nicholas Stroh, 33, and 
Robert L. Siedle, 46. 

Stroh, a free-lance journal¬ 
ist, and Siedle, a lecturer~&t 
Makerere University and for¬ 
merly on the University of 
Miami, Fla., faculty, were 
investigating reports of a trib¬ 
al massacre within the bar¬ 
racks. 

A political appointee, 
Clarence Clyde Ferguson, was 
ambassador at the time. Fer¬ 
guson is now deputy assistant 
secretary of state for African 
affairs. 


After learning that the two 
Americans were missing, Fer¬ 
guson decided that the best 
way to free them unharmed 
was to make little fuss about 
it For that reason, no em¬ 
bassy officer was sent to 
Mbarara. 


Later, Ferguson explained 
that he feared that Col. W. F. 
Ali, commander of the bar¬ 
racks, might panic at the ar¬ 
rival of a U.S. official and kill 
the detained Americans. 

In the meantime, Ferguson 
assigned a relatively junior 
officer, Consul Philip Klein, to 
try to contact the Uganda 
government about the missing 
Americans. This was done de¬ 
spite the conviction of experi¬ 
enced diplomats that African 
governments do not take a 
foreign protest seriously 
unless it comes from the top: 


About 10 days after the dis¬ 
appearance, Ferguson told 
newsmen in Nairobi by phone 
that he had seen Amin but 
had not brought up the case of 
the Americans. 

This sounded so incredible 
that some newsmen assumed 
Ferguson, fearing the em¬ 
bassy phones were tapped, 
simply did not want to discuss 
the matter by telephone. 

A few days later in Kampa¬ 
la, however, Ferguson con¬ 
firmed what he had said by 
telephone. Amin had called 
Ferguson and the Chinese 
charge d’affaires together to 
announce Uganda’s approval 
of President Nixon’s visit to 
China. Ferguson believed this 
was not the right time to 
bring up the case of Stroh and 
Siedle. 


Ferguson finally did meet 
with Amin two weeks after 
the disappearance. By this 
time, it was celar that Stroh 
and Siedle were dead. 

Pressured by the Stroh fam¬ 
ily, which has important polit¬ 
ical connections, the U.S. 
state department began a 
campaign of pestering Ugan¬ 
da officials about the case. 
The matter was raised when¬ 
ever an important, Ugandan 
official came to Washington. 

In response to all this, Amin 
agreed to an official inquiry. 
After several false starts, a 
commission finally did com¬ 
plete its inquiry. 

The commission was led by 
a former British judge of the 
Uganda high court — Justice 
David Jeffreys Jones — who 


Amin 

was frightened enough to 
Jeave Uganda and mail his 
report from outside. 

Jones concluded that Ugan* 
dan soldiers of the simba 
(Swahili for lion) battalion at 
Mbarara had murdered Stroh 
and Siedle. 


The government of Uganda, 
in a white paper accompany¬ 
ing the report last July, 
agreed that Stroh and Siedle 
had been murdered in 
Mbarara, but it did not accept 
that any soldier now in Ugan¬ 
da was resi>onsible for the 
murders. In short, no one 
would be punished. 

At least in public, the U.S. 
government accepted this 
meekly. There was no public 
protest the failure to 
punish the offenders after 
Jones made his report. As far 
as can be ascertained, there 
was no private protest either. 


Melady, also a political ap¬ 
pointee, is a former professor 
of African studies, and was 
previously ambassador to 
Burundi. 

His stay in Burundi coincid¬ 
ed with a slaughter of the 
Hutu tribesmen by the ruling 
Tutsi tribe. The killings may 
still be the worst genocidal 
carnage in the recent history 
of Africa. During these trou¬ 
bles, Melady developed a rep¬ 
utation for trying not to 
antagonize the government of 
Burundi. 

Melady ran into an anti-U.S. 
tirade in his first meeting 
with Amin. He then sent his 
cable to Washington suggest¬ 
ing the United States avoid 
antagonizing the general. 


Soon after, Amin issued his 
decree expelling the Asians of 
Uganda In 90 days. The de¬ 
cree and a good deal of vi¬ 
triolic talk by Atnifl against 
foreigners encouraged his 
poorly trained and undis¬ 
ciplined soldiers to take even 
more power to themselves. 

In August, drunken Uganda 
soldiers at the Rwanda border 
dragged the wife of Pierre 
Shoatal, second-ranking 


member of the U.S. embassy 
in Rwanda, from their car 
and pulled her into a barracks 
room. 

The soldiers, however, were 
talked out of harming her fur¬ 
ther by a sober soldier who 
pointed out that, since she 
was the wife of a diplomat, 
they might get into trouble. 

About the same time, Ugan¬ 
dan soldiers at the Zaire 
border roughed up a group of 
U.S. tourists visiting the 
parks of western Uganda. One 
woman was slapped three 
times. 


Despite the seriousness of 
the incidents, neither was 
mentioned by the U.S. em¬ 
bassy in Kampala or the state 
department in Washington 
until they had been publicized 
by newsmen in East Africa. 

While the U.S. government 
did protest’ to Amin about 
these incidents of maltreat¬ 
ment of Americans, the Unit¬ 
ed States, unlike Canada and 
Britain, never protested, ei¬ 
ther publicly or privately, 
against the general’s expul¬ 
sion of the Asians. 


offend Amin by announcing 
anything.) 

A dozen American Jews 
quietly left the country. That 
was simple. Evacuating the 
Peace Corps, however, posed 
a tougher problem. 

With one volunteer dead in 
fact, the Peace Corps had far 
more cause for evacuation in 
Uganda than it had had in 
past African evacuations. 

But, instead of officially 
pulling out, the Peace Corps 
adopted the subterfuge of 
withdrawing 118 volunteers 
and dependents in small 
groups and informing anyone 
who asked that the volunteers 
had made personal and indi¬ 
vidual decisions to leave. 


This cover story defied be¬ 
lief. Sooner or later, both 
Americans and Ugandans 
would see that the Peace 
Corps was gone. Despite this, 
Melady put a good deal of 
pressure on U.S. corre¬ 
spondents in East Africa to 
try to stop them from writing 
the obvious story. 

Even when the story finally 
broke last week, he tried to 
stop the other correspondents 
from writing. He did not want 
to antagonize Amin. 


It did not take Kenya politi¬ 
cians long to show their ap¬ 
proval of Amin's goal. v 

On Aug. 9, the day Amin 
issued his decree expelling 
the Aisns in 90 days, Martin 
Shikuku, Kenya’s assistant 
minister for home affairs, 
called the expulsion logical, 
practical and right. 

★ ★ ★ 

A week later, Daniel Arp 
Mol, Kenya’ vice-president 
and minister for home affairs, 4 
warned Kenya’s non-citizen 
Asians that they, too, would 
have to leave when, the time 
came. He also warned expelled 
Asians from Uganda to stay 
away from Kenya. 

It could be argued that Mol 
was simply restating Kenya 
government policy. For five 
years, the government, 
through a system of trade li- 
censes and immigration 
passes, has been pushing non¬ 
citizen Asians out of jobs and 
shops to make way for Afri¬ 
cans. 

★ ★ ★ 

Unlike Uganda, however, 
Kenya has pushed out Asians 
little by little and allowed 
them to take a good deal of 
their wealth with them. 

But with Asians frightened 
by what was happening in 
Uganda, Moi’s statement 
seemed like an unnecessary 
slap at them. A local new¬ 
spaper, in fact, headlined the 
story: “Mr. Moi Tell* Kenya 
Asians: Your Days Are Num¬ 
bered.” 


Realizing the need for reas¬ 
surance both of Asians and of 
foreign investors, the ministry 
of foreign affairs prepared a 
statement for Moi in early 
September in which be wel¬ 
comed foreing investment and 
pledged that “there is no 
room for racism, apartheid, 
discrimination or self-induced 
friction of and description in 
our philosophy of govern¬ 
ment.” 


But th# vee-president's of¬ 
fice added a long list of what 
it called abuses by Asians and 
a warning that they had bet¬ 
ter stop them. 

The list of abuses was long 
and much like Amin’s tirades 
before he decided to throw out 
the Asians. Moi, in general, 
accused Kenya’s Aslans of 
trying to obstruct the govern¬ 
ment’s policy of (Africanizing 
the economy. 

★ ★ * 

The main problem was out¬ 
lined in parliament recently 
in a speech by Charles Rubia, 
the assistant minister of edu¬ 
cation. 

“People are getting fed 
up.” Rubia said. “We boast of 
nine years of uhuru (indepen¬ 
dence), and yet we 
control 80 per cent 
commerce and Industry. 

“The patience of the people 
of Kenya should not be mis¬ 
taken tor ignorance. It is run¬ 
ning out. If they do not get 
what is fairly thejr>, they 
will use other methods.” 

Some Asians agree, they be¬ 
lieve that the problems of the 
Asians will not be eased in 
Kenya until, as one leader put 
it, "we reduce our visibility.”

The United States did, how¬ 
ever, show displeasure last 
month when Amin sent a 
cable to UN Secretary Gener¬ 
al Kurt Waldheim praising 
Hitler for exterminating six 
million Jews. 

The U.S. government react¬ 
ed by suspending the granting 
of a $3 million development 
loan to Uganda and condem¬ 
ning the statement as “deeply 
shocking and incomprehensi¬ 
ble.” 

When Melady protested to 
Amin the president said his 
message to Waldheim had 
been misinterpreted — that 
“he was only against the 
Zionists, who had established 
the state of Israel by turning 
millions of Arabs into refu¬ 
gees.” 


At the same meeting the 
ambassador, on instructions 
from Washington, informed 
the general that the U.S. 
statement had been misin¬ 
terpreted. Only technical de¬ 
tails were holding up the loan, 
Melady told Amin. 

To placate Amin even more, 
Melady ordered U.S. foreign 
aid officials in Kampala to go 
through the motions of plan¬ 
ning more foreign aid pro¬ 
grams in Uganda. And, in 
Washington, the state depart¬ 
ment tried to dissuade 
congressmen from introduc¬ 
ing legislation that would halt 
U.S. aid to Uganda. 


Sept 17, Ugandan exiles, 
supported by Tanzania, invad¬ 
ed Uganda. The hysterical 
Ugandan soldiers went on an 
anti-foreign rampage. 

A Peace Corps trainee, 
Louis Morton of Houston, was 
killed at a roadblock. Another 
trainee with him was wound¬ 
ed. At least eight Americans, 
including Andrew Torchla of 
the Associated Press, were 
detained.

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VANCOUVER (CP) - Busi¬ 
ness in British Columbia 
reacted defensively Friday 
after the initial shock of Pre¬ 
mier Barrett's announcement 
that several major companies 
were in line for a government 
takeover. 

At a news conference 
Thursday in Victoria, the New 
Democratic Party premier

tions. 

John McMahon, president of 
Inland Natural Gas Co., one 
of the two companies, said a 
takeover would be "ill-ad¬ 
vised'' and added that the 
Publlo Utilities Commission 
"has been so hard on us that 
our rates would be hard to 
teat.” 

Westcoast 

A spokesman for Westcoast 
Transmission Co., which sup¬ 
plies gas to B.C. and the U.S. 
Pacific Northwest, wouldn’t 
comment directly on Barrett’s 
proposal. 

Kelly Gibson, president and 
chief executive officer, said 
his company called the pre¬ 
mier’s office the day after he 
Was elected and asked for an 
appointment 

The company was told '"the 
government was making a list 
of appointments for people 
from industry, but the pre¬ 
mier didn’t want to make ap¬ 


pointments until after the le¬ 
gislative session,” said Gib¬ 
son. A special session of the 
legislature opens Tuesday. 

"We expect to be high on 
the list and will probably see 
the government in early No¬ 
vember ... We will want the 
government to see the/plans 
of our side of the oil and gas 
industry, which is the busi¬ 
ness of moving gas through 
the province.”

Michael Ryan, president of 
Ryan Investments Ltd. of 
Vancouver, said Barrett's an¬ 
nouncements "Shattered the 
stock market quite a bit,” ad¬ 
ding that "it scared the busi¬ 
ness community.” 

He said if the goverment re¬ 
stricts itself to a takeover of 
the telephone company, then 
the stock market will bounce 
back, but if it goes on to take 
over the pipeline companies 
there would be problems and 
business would be scared. 

George Wright, chairman of 
the board of the Vancouver 
Stock Exchange, said most 


people thought the govern¬ 
ment would take over B.C. 
Tel sooner or later, "though I 
am surprised that he would 
mention the takeover so 
quickly.” 

He said the premier should 
have been more specific on 
the question of taking over 
the two pipeline companies, 
rather than saying only "no 
absolute decision” had been 
made. 

"By not being specific, he 
left a lot of uncertainty in 
people’s minds, uncertainty 
that isn’t fair to investors,” 
said Wright 

Partnership 

In hi, news conference, 
Barrett also said mining and 
forest companies will have to 
pay higher royalties under his 
government. He also called 
for a partnership between 
government and industry to 
provide more jobs in B.C 

"Why, it’s a love feast," the 
premier said. "All we are 
saying is no welfare. I think 
we have lived in the land of 
the lotos eaters for over a 
hundred years. In this prov¬ 
ince we have always been 
able to show growth based on 
primitive use of resources. I 
want to change that.” 

Full Share 

Those in the resource indus¬ 
tries. upon which B.C. is 
heavily dependent, denied 
Friday that they weren’t car¬ 
rying their full share of the 
tax burden in the province. 

Gordon Draeseke, president 


of the Cbuncll of Forest Indus¬ 
tries of B.C., said provincial 
and federal taxes, royalties 
and stumpege fees soak up 
between 60 and 90 per cent of 
the gross earnings in the in¬ 
dustry. He said forest prod¬ 
ucts account for two-thirds of 
the total value of goods 
shipped out of the province.

One thing about the airline 
business between Victoria and 
Vancouver — It's seldom 
routine. This month, with its 
annual switch to the winter 
schedule, is a case in point. 

This month offers much In 
the tmy otf variety. First, a 
new plane; second, a new 
fares picture; and third, a 
variation In the schedule, as 
regards to which line will be 
flying at the old times. 

The new plane, at least as 
far as passengers out of 
Patricia Bay are concerned, 
is Pacific Western Airlines' 
Boeing 737, a twln-Jet, 115- 
passenger plane that the 
regional carrier uses through 
most of the rest of the 
provinoe end into Alberta. 

The new Jet replaces the 
Convalr jet-prop plane that 
the line has been using since 
K started operations here two 
years ago. However, this is 
just for one trip a day from 
here and one from Vancouver 
— the Convalr will carry the 
other flights. 

R. W. Harris, PWA vice- 
president, said in an interview 
from Vancouver last week 
that his company will acquire 
a new 737 for its fleet this 
winter and may be able to 
Increase the Jet service to 
and from Victoria at that 
time. 

Now, about those fares. It 
gets a bit tricky here. What 
has happened basically is that 
Air Canada has withdrawn its 
12-year-old three-day excur¬ 
sion fare of $20 return, which 
was' a popular item with 


regular travellers such as 
businessmen and commuters. > 
PWA hasn't followed suit — 
yet. Company officials ad¬ 
mitted that they hadn't yet 
decided what to do about the 
withdrawal.

EDMONTON (CP) — Few 
people understand exactly 
what a natural gas pipeline in 
the Arctic will mean to Cana¬ 
da, says Lionel Montpetit, ex- 
e c u 11 v e vice-president of 
Northern Transportation Co. 
Ltd. 

But the Impact on industry 
will undoubtedly be tremen¬ 
dous, Montpetit said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“You can’t start to spend 
this amount of money — bil¬ 
lions of dollars — without af¬ 
fecting shipyards, manufac¬ 
turing plants, assembly shops, 
lumber, water craft, contrac¬ 
tors, the steel industry ... it 
affects everybody.” 

The main beneficiaries, he 
said, will be Alberta and 
Northwest Territories. 


“If the development of the 
North measures up to what 
we think it is going to be, 
there will be requirements for 
all modes of transportation — 
air, road, rail and barge — 
it’s that big ... I don’t think 
Canada has seen anything like 
it.” 

Montpetit said the whole 


Canadian transportation in¬ 
dustry is on the verge of 
going through a tremendous 
growth pattern. A huge trans¬ 
portation system is going to 
be required to satisfy the con¬ 
struction of the pipeline and 
“we’re convinced that we’re 
not talking about one pipe¬ 
line.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
F -86 Sabre jet which killed 22 
persons when it crashed into 
an ice cream parlor In Sacra¬ 
mento, Calif., originally was 
stripped down and sold to be 
used as a monument in Cana¬ 
da. 

A Canadian government of¬ 
ficial said that in accordance 
with government policy the 
plane's vital centre section 
supporting the craft’s wings 
was cut to assure that the 
plane could never be flown. 

The plane’s owner blamed 
the crash on apparent me¬ 
chanical failure after it foun¬ 
dered during takeoff Sept 24. 
Federal investigators, howev¬ 
er, say they have found no ev¬ 
idence of mechanical trouble 
Involved in the crash. 

The frame of the single-seat 
fighter plane which crashed in 
Sacramento was purchased 
from the Canadian govern¬ 
ment, said the Canadian of¬ 
ficial who traced the serial 
number. 

The other two planes to be 
used as monuments were sold 
by Maritime Aircraft and 
Overhaul of Moncton, N.B. 
The Canadian company has 
bought both flyable and 
stripped-down surplus F- 86 s 
from the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. Maritime was not in¬ 
volved in the plane which 
crashed in California. 

David McEwen, president 
of the company, said the 
centre sections on the two 
planes he sold were cut. They 


could be replaced, although 
the planes were “pretty se¬ 
verely cannibalised.” 

"This is definitely not an 
airplane that people should be 
rebuilding on their own,” said 
McEwen. “I call it built-in 
suicide.”

He Beat One Great Fear

His hand shook uncontrolla¬ 
bly as he reached for the tele¬ 
phone. His stomach churned. 
He knew he was going to be 
sick. He also knew he needed 
help. And for the first time in 
his life, he was going to ask 
for it 

"I had come to the stage 
where I couldn’t stop drink¬ 
ing. I bad also come to the 
I>oint where I knew I couldn't 
keep on drinking. I didn't 
know what was going to hap¬ 
pen to me. I was scared like I 
had never been before,” re¬ 
called a longtime member of 
Alcoholics Anonymous. 

He emphasized that one 
great fear of an alcoholic 
when he finally decides to 
seek help is that he will lose 
his friends. 

“Yet when he is drinking, 
he’s one of the loneliest peo¬ 
ple in the world. This never 
seems to penetrate until he 
has been sober for quite some 
time.” 

The member, who asked to 
remain anonymous, said he 
remembered how it eased his 
mind to learn from the two 
AA members who came to see 
him after he made his initial 
phone call that his excessive 
drinking was not caused by 
lack of willpower but was re¬ 
cognized as a disease. 

“I had to learn that it was 
possible for me to mix with 
people without having to 
bolster my spirits with liquor. 

“It had been a long time 
since I had tried to socialize 
without having a bellyful of 
booze,” he said. “I learned to 
readjust myself to sober soci¬ 
ety again at the Alano Club on 
Broad Street.” 

Although the Alano Club 
membership is made up of 
AA members, it is a separate 
entity. 

“It is not a part of Alcohol¬ 
ics Anonymous. Club

members pay monthly dues. 
AA has no dues or fees. Each 
of the 24 AA groups in 
Greater Victoria are self-sup¬ 
porting and will not accept 
any contributions from out¬ 
side the group,” said the 
member who first came in 
contact with AA more than 20 
years ago. 

Yet the Alano Club, which

it open dally from 10 a.m. to 
11 p.m. except Sundays and 
holidays, when it opens at 2 
p.m., fills a necessary func¬ 
tion for many recovering alco¬ 
holics. 

"It provides a place where 
the alcoholic can go during 
the drying-out period. For 
years, about the only place a 
practising alcoholic used to 


visit for social chat* was a fa¬ 
vorite bar,” the member said. 

"I guess we use the club ac¬ 
tually for a type of haven 
when we are pretty shaky. I 
know I did,” he said. 

The Alano Club in Victoria 
was registered under the So¬ 
cieties Act on Oct. 8, 1949, and 
has remained at 1402 Broad 
ever since.

Foreign ships he 
said, were not only manned 
with foreign crews, but were 
never serviced or built in Ca¬ 
nadian yards. 

“The hypocrisy of a govern¬ 
ment that professes to be con¬ 
cerned about unemployment 
while refusing to take action 
to stop the erosion of jobs in 
our marine industries is so 
bare-faced that it takes away 
my breath,” Nicholson said. 

The tax exemption question 
also bothers Hindle. 

A booming shipbuilding in¬ 
dustry on the coast wouldn't 
have to be^ feared by today’s 
environment-conscious people, 
according to Hindle. 

“We’re not talking about 
big belching smokestacks. 
We’re talking about a non¬ 
polluting industry — ship¬ 
building.” 

Where tax exemption is con¬ 
cerned in shipping, Hindle 
pojnts the finger at Canadian 
business as well as Its fbrelgn 
counterparts. 

“The CPR is having its 
ships built and registered in 
Bermuda and is not paying 
any taxes in this country at 
all,” he said. “The only Cana¬ 
dian content on those ships is 
the names painted on them.” 

He said he isn’t too hopeful 
of change if the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment remains in power. It 
is the government that pro¬ 
mised during the election 
campaign of 1968 to build a 
replacement-on the west coast 
for the Estevan, a Victoria- 
based coast guard vessel. 

The promise was ndt kept, 
he said. 

“And the Estevan was 
towed off to Japan long ago. 
It’s probably come back to us 
in the form^Jittle Toyotas.” 


A hearing has been held 
over the writ and judgment is 15 
being awaited. 

The law society answered 
Davis’ complaints last week 
in a letter which said: 

“The discipline committee 
has considered your com¬ 
plaints and is of the opinion 
that Mr. Branson’s conduct 
has adhered throughout to the 
highest standard of profes¬ 
sional conduct and that this 
committee is not prepared to 
engage itself with this matter 
any further.” 

The majority of North Saan¬ 
ich aldermen said Saturday 
they were delighted with the 
ruling of the law society’s dis¬ 
cipline committee. The mayor 
refused to comment. 

Aid. Doug Boon emphasized 
the mayor had complained to 
the law society without the 
consent of council. 

“It was the most ridiculous 
thing I hdve ever heard of,” 
Boon said. 

Aid. H. A. Taylor said that 
he was “astounded” by the 
mayor’s action. 

Aid. Paul Grieve said that 
he had not read the law soci¬ 
ety’s letter so he could not 
make any comment. 

Aid. George Cumpston said 
the mayor’s complaints were 
a lot of “Eyewash” and in his 
opinion Branson had always 
done excellent work for North 
Saanich. 

“I imagine this has all been 
most upsetting for Mr. Bran¬ 
son. I don’t know why it was 
done. I am truly sorry it hap¬ 
pened.” 

He said that as far as he 
was concerned Branson had 
faithfully served the muniepa- 
lity and to attack his profes¬ 
sional conduct was uncalled 
for.

Portable classrooms cluster on school grounds 

Many Parents Up in Arms 
Over School Annex Move

“I’d be willing to accept the 
classrooms floating down the 
Gorge if there were good 
teachers in them and I could 
see real educational advan¬ 
tages coming from it, but I 
just can’t see any advantages 
coming from what the board 
is about to do.” 

That’s the view of W. T. 
Ross, 2809 Craigowan, and he 
says it’s an outlook shared by 
many parents in the western 
part of Esquimalt and by 
many educators at Craig- 
flower elementary school. 

What are they up in arms 
about? 

The Greater Victoria school 
board's construction and 
maintenance committee has 
recommended that the 
school’s annexes be moved to 
a new site on the Songhees In¬ 
dian Reserve. The board is 
expected to make a final deci¬ 
sion on the proposed move at 
a meeting Monday night. 

In the meantime, Ross and 
som* other parents have 
called a meeting of all inter¬ 
ested parents and citizens for 
7:30 p.m. tonight at the View 
Royal community hall to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

Badly Spent 

Estimated cost of the moves 
would be $20,500, and Ross 
contends that the few advan¬ 
tages and several disadvan¬ 
tages involved mean that the 
money would be badly spent. 

The problem Is one that’s 
been building for a long time, 
trustee Peter Bunn said Sat¬ 
urday. The Craigflower site, 
only 3.16 acres, has been too 
small for the school since the 


beginning, but there hasn't 
been anywhere for it to ex¬ 
pand. 

Meanwhile, the population 
of the school area has con- 
t i n u e d to grow, por¬ 
table classrooms have been 
put up on the site, and the 
whole area is now overcrowd¬ 
ed, containing about 500 chil¬ 
dren. 

The idea of the mbve is that

the four portable classrooms 
plus another to be used for 
storage space, medical care 
and for some games and 
music, would be transported 
to a l^-acre site on the 
Songhees reserve, about 700 
yards away from the main 
building. 

The annexes yvould then 
house about 108 students and 
this would ease overcrowding 
at the main building. It would 
also, free about an extra .43 
acres of the main site for play 
area, currently covered with 
the portables. 

In a brief sent to the school 
district administration Ross 


notes that even if the porta¬ 
bles were moved, the ratio of 
number of students to acre of 
sit? would still be very nearly 
twice the education depart¬ 
ment’s recommended stan¬ 
dard of 62.5. It is now about 
2*4 times the recommenced 
standard. 

Informal Play 

The area to be added to the 
playing field is of an irregular 
shape, not large enough to 
create a ' second field for 
soccer or softball, Ross says, 
and not apparently of use for 
anything except informal 
play. 

The move will not alleviate 
any of the other overcrowding 
pressures at the school, Ross 
said, because it has been pro¬ 
mised that the students moved 
will still lx? able In make use 
of the activity room, library 
and other special facilities in 
the main building. 

It will only mean that 108 
students will have to walk fur¬ 
ther to make use of the over¬ 
crowded facilities. 

Also, the move will in one 
sense create overcrowding 
problems, he said, because 
the number of students in 
each class in the portables is 
being kept d6wn. This means 
the numbers in classes of the 
corresponding grades at the 
main school must increase. 

Main Site 

Ross, a teacher at Brent¬ 
wood College. Mill Bay, said 
there were also several edu¬ 
cational disadvantages for the 
108 students who are being 
moved. 

A questionnaire circulated 
among the present Craig¬ 
flower staff showed the teach¬ 


ers to be in general agree¬ 
ment with the parent's opposi¬ 
tion, Ross said. 

Of 19 staff members there, 
14 replied to the question¬ 
naire. 

Only onp of the 14 felt the 
educational -advantages to the 
pupils and teachers who re¬ 
main at the main site justify 
the expenditure, while 13 disa¬ 
greed with the statement. 

Again, only one felt the 
annex relocation plan was 
necessary at this time with 12 
opposing the idea. 

Ross emphasized that he 
and the other parents realized 
the severity of the overcrowd¬ 
ing problem at Craigflower, 
and realizecT that something 
must be done about it. 

No Change 

"1 haven't produced a soiu- 
tion to the problem because I 
don’t know what the solution 
is,” Ross said. “But this 
move isn’t a solution either.” 

He urged that no change .in 
the present set-up be made 
for the rest of this school year 
which would give trustees and 
administrators lime to look 
into the problem thoroughly 
and jlnd a more acceptable 
answer to the problem for 
next year.

U.S. Women 
Retain Title 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) — 
The United States withstood a 
strong challenge by France 
and won the women’s world 
amateur team golf cham¬ 
pionship Saturday. 

Final scores of the leaders 
at the end of the four-day, 
72-hole tournament on the 
Hindu Country Club course 
were the United States 583, 
France 587, Sweden 594, Aus¬ 
tralia 601, Japan, Canada and 
Britain tied at 602, and Argen¬ 
tina 605. 

It meant the three-women 
team from the United States 
— Laura Raugh, Jane Booth 
and Mary Anne Budke re¬ 
tained the Espirito Santo 
trophy that the Americans 
had captured in the amateur 
team championship two years 
ago in Madrid. 

During Friday’s third round 
play, the French women had 
narrovCed the U.S. lead from 
13 to four strokes, but they 
were unable to overtake the 
strong American team.

Chinese Free Brothers 


HONG KONG (AP) - Two 
British brothers, life-long resi¬ 
dent! of China but imprisoned 
there since the 1967 cultural 
revolution, “are obviously a 
bit shocked” at being sudden¬ 
ly deported Saturday, a Hong 
Kong government spokesman 
said. 

Frederick and Percy Farm¬ 
er arrested at the height of 
the cultural revolution, were 
suddenly tried four days be¬ 
fore and then released at the 
Hong Kong border. 

Frederick, 45, who speaks 
only Mandarin, left behind a 
Chinese wife and five chil¬ 
dren. Percy, 46, is unmarried. 
Their sister Dorothy, 53, who 
la married to a Chinese, re¬ 
mained in China. 

“They seem okay as far as 
we can tell,” reported David 
Ford, deputy information 
director in the Hong Kong 
gover nm ent, who met them at 
the Lo Wu border station. 

“They are obviously a bit 
shocked, particularly Freddy. 
He is the one with the family 
and it has been a bit of a 
shock to him, having to leave 
all his family behind.” 

Ford drove the two men, 
clad in the Mao tunics, to a 
private home to rest for sev¬ 
eral days before they see cor¬ 
respondents. He said they 
have no close relatives in Bri¬ 
tain. 

The Farmers were bom in 
China and had a British fa-, 
ther and Chinese mother, both 
now dead. Their sister, 
Dorothy, and Frederick’s 
family are apparently still

“It is really a question-of 
whether the British embassy 
In Peking car let the children 
out, indeed if they want to 
come out.

Of their years in prison, 
Ford reported: 

‘‘They sai<l their treatment 
was good, except that they 
were kept on their own in sin¬ 
gle cells. They saw each other 
only by peeking through bars 
and could not talk to each 
other.” 

Ford said they had a sys¬ 
tem to exchange notes and 
kept in touch with each other 
that way.

Mechanization with racial bias 

A contraption with the Archie Bunker-type 
name of the Iron Ohink — guaranteed to 
replace the hand labor of six Chinese labor¬ 
ers — is featured here. 

It was built in 1909 at the Victoria Machin¬ 
ery Depot, symbolizing both the trend to¬ 
wards mechanization of primary resource in¬ 
dustries and a growing feeling of discrimi¬ 
nation against the Chinese labor force. 

It could clean up to 50 fish a minute, and 
when Andre figures out how it was done he 
might get the now-rusty machine in working 
order. 

Many of the articles on display were se¬ 
lected from pieces on hand in the museum’s 
•curatorial tower, says one curator, John Ro¬ 
bertson. 

But they are constantly being replaced as 
visitors point out what they feel are tiny 
flaws — out-of-period touches — in the 
various buildings. 

Prisoners out at Wilkinson Road jail made 
and bevelled the worn-looking wooden blocks 
for the roadway, and also turned the wood 
for many of the ballustrades. 

Charlie Chaplin and history 

One carpenter had the task of building a 
huge water wheel, and antiquing the wood to 
give it a weathered appearance. 

In a movie house reproduction, silent 
movies, featuring such actors as Charlie Cha¬ 
plin and Laurel and Hardy, have been rented 
from Vancouver to offer continuous enter¬ 
tainment, but if there is money available 
next year Andre would like to add some Na¬ 
tional Film Board historic films.

A fresh stack of manure daily is part of 
the dream world of Jean Andre. 

And the genuine smell of dead fish would 
be good if it could be reproduced at will, he 
thinks. 

Because Andre is chief of exhibits in the 
display division at the Provincial Museum, 
and longing for the day when he can get rid 
of the “crummy” sound effects and augment 
the smells in the only permanent display at 
the museum. 

He just isn’t satisfied with the reproduc¬ 
tions that include streets and buildings of a 
West Coast town around the time of the First 
World War. 

But Andre Is a perfectionist. The quality, 
of the exhibition has just about doubled mu¬ 
seum attendance this year over last year. 

15,000 stream by in day 

On one day alone (Aug. 15) 15,555 people 
streamed into the museum — at 10 a.m. they 
were waiting 200 strong for the museum to 
open. 

There’s nostalgia in the air, and it comes 
from the thousands of hand-bevelled wooden 
bricks that form the roadway, from the real 
type in the print shop galleys and from the 
Iron Chink in the canning factory. 

It’s a scent that’s augmented by the fresh 
cinnamon aroma from the kitchen and the 
damp, dank odor near the huge water wheel 
splashing at the gold mine. 

And it’s a scent that makes the visitor ask, 
“How’s it all done?” 

Well, the water provides its own aroma 
and the cinnamon smell comes from real cin¬ 
namon sprinkled from time to time in front 
of a hidden fan.

Deluge Company had for iia 
motto Our Aim The Public 
Good. It was located at the 
southeast corner of Yates and 
Government and its strength 
was described as "British Col¬ 
onists." Tiger Company., in a 
building on the south side of 
Johnson below Government, 
had for its motto Willing 
Hearts and Hands and it* 
strength was noted as "Amer¬ 
ican Colonists." 

Equipment for the compa¬ 
nies amounted to on* hand- 
drawn ladder truck, two hand- 
drawn fire engines and hose 
reels, all purchased in San 
Francisco. 

There was much rivalry be¬ 
tween the hose companies 
which resulted in fights to get 
connected to a water supply 
and be the first to gejt water 
turned on the fire. The Hook 
and Ladder Company was 
said to maintain strict neu¬ 
trality. 

The water supply was kept 
in cisterns at principal inter¬ 
sections. It came from Spring 
Ridge in the Fernwood dis¬ 


trict and later from Baaver 
their equipment given to the 
city and a call fire depart¬ 
ment waa formed.

All banks in the Greater 
Victoria area have been 
warned to be «>n the lookout 
for counterfeit U.S. $100 bills, 
after at least eight of them 
wore passed in Victoria in the 
last two days. 

Victoria jiolice reported Sat¬ 
urday that five of 47 Ameri- . , 
can $100 bills used to buy a 
bank draft at the Bastion 
Square branch of the Bank of 
Montreal had been found to 
be counterfeit. 

The money was given in by 
a woman described as being 
between 45 and 50 years old, 
five feet, eight inches tall, 
medium build, full face, dark 
brown hair, wearing a black 
fur-trimmed coat. The woman 
used the name Phyllis Lang- 
don from Juneau, Alaska. 

Further investigation ; 
showed that a woman answer¬ 
ing that description had at¬ 
tempted to cash similar bills , 
at two other banks but had 
not been successful. 

Detectives took another 118 
bills from the Royal Bank of 


Canada at 1108 Government, 
and three of them were found 
to be counterfeit. 

All 115 bills are being held 
by Victoria detectives pending 
further examination by an of¬ 
ficer from the Central Bureau 
of Counterfeit in Ottawa.

New Fireworks Rules

Recently-announced federal 
regulations governing the sale 
of fireworks will be enforced 
in the Victoria area by the 
fire departments, Victoria 
chief Eric Simmons said Sat¬ 
urday. 

For example, Simmons 
said, in addition to regular 
inspections of stores licensed 
to sell fireworks the Victoria 
staff will carry out spot 
checks to sec that no fire¬ 
works are sold to people 
under 18. 

The new rules forbid the 
sale of such items as Roman 
candles, sparklers, and vol¬ 
canoes to anyone under 18 
and only caps for toy pistols 
are available.to youngsters. 

It is illegal now to sell Chi¬ 
nese firecrackers to any 
member of the general public. 

The federal regulations are 
aimed at countering the annu¬ 
al toll of injuries and fatali¬ 
ties due to improperly- 
handled fireworks. 

Firecrackers and larger- 
type display fireworks will 
only be sold to people who 
have been issued a permit to 
make a purchase from a li¬ 
censed dealer. 

People buying large display 
items will have to hold a per¬ 
mit of competency issued by 
the federal energy, mines and 
resources department., 

The department will deter¬ 
mine regulations for the set¬ 
ting off of fireworks at dis¬ 
plays. introduce training 
courses and examine and 
qualify applicants for compe¬ 
tency certificates. 

Stores holding stocks of Chi¬ 


nese firecrackers have been 
urged to return them to their 
suppliers.

the need to travel that 100 
miles of dusty and gravel log¬ 
ging road between Gold R'ver 
and Beaver Cove, which we 
travelled on the Labor Day 
weekend. 

Near Beaver Cove it joins 
the existing paved highway to 
Port Hardy, which when the 
new road Is completed will 
likely become the southern 
terminus for the Prince Ru¬ 
pert ferry. 

Construction Is starting 
from the north end of the Is¬ 
land. 

Already 18 miles of new 
road has been graded and 
made ready for black-topping, 
reaching the Nim/pkish camp 
area at the southern end of 
Nimpklsh Lake.

trip, and it is going to be real¬ 
ly something. 

It takes off from the Beaver 
Cove-Port Hardy Highway, 
souteast of Port McNeill and 
just 1.1 miles southeast of the 
entrance to Cantor’s Chesla- 
kees Campsite. 

Then it heads directly south 
in a wide straight line. We 
drove along it tor 2.9 miles 
and came to a logging road, 
and we turned right on to the 
logging road. Another 2. 1 
miles along the logging road 
brought us to a log dump and 
small mill at the foot of Nim- 
pkish Lake. Here it is possible 
to put in canoes or small 
boats and start a float down 
the Nimpkish River for a cou¬ 
ple of miles to the campsites, 
or beyond to the mouth if you 
wish. 

After we returned to the 
new highway, we kept on 
going along It tor another 2.8 
miles, until we came to a 
straw line across the road and 
a warning about blasting and 
construction ahead. 

There has been no target 
date set for completion of the 
new Kelsey Bay-Beaver Cove 
highway but it will take at 
least two or three years. 

Only rough surveys have 
been made at the southeas¬ 
tern end from Kelsey Bay, 
but it is planned to follow the 
logging road system es¬ 
tablished by MacMillan Bloe- 
del in the Eve River valley. 

We explored those roads 
last fall and discovered beau¬ 
tiful little Rooney Lake and 
suggested that it should be 
one spot to be retained as a 
park. 

When I toured the adjacent 
White River Valley area with 
MacMillan Bloedel officials a 
couple of months ago, I was 
given assurance that Rooney 
Lake would become a park 
area, either developed by the 
company, the forest service 
or the parks branch. 

It will likely become one of 
the main stopping points 
along the route to the North 
Island. 

There won’t be much saving 
in travel distance between the 
new road and the existing log¬ 
ging road route, about 24 
miles. It is now 152.2 milfcs 
between the Campbell River 
intersection and Beaver Cove, 
nearly 100 of them on gravel. 
It will be about 128 miles on 
the new road between Camp¬ 
bell River intersection and 
Beaver Cove. 

The big difference is that it 
will be a paved full-width 60- 
mile-an-hour highway. 

But, undoubtedly recrea¬ 
tionists will continue to use 
the North Island logging 
roads of the Nimpklsh and 
Gold River valleys for their 
wilderness-type fun, fishing 
and hunting.

Outpost of Free Enterprise 

Moscow Pet Market Thrives 


MOSCOW — “How muchf' 
asks a stubble-chinned man 
as he pokes his finger at a 
wide-eyed rhesus monkey. 

“Two hundred." says a 
plumpish woman unsmilingly, 
“and that'8 a bargain." 
Around the cage mills a 
throng of curious Russians, 
hoping someone will offer to 
buy the unusual pet so they 
can see an exchange take 
place. 

The soene is Ptichy Rynok, 
or the “bird market,” one of 
the most colorful corners erf 
Mosow life. Here, on Kalit- 
nikovskaya Street in a central 
residential quarter of the city, 
Muscovites and country folk 
gather on a Sunday to haggle, 
hawk, bargain, and buy in the 
old Russian tradition of open- 
air street markets. 

Birds there are galore, of 
course, among them sweet- 
tonged canaries, brightly 
colored parakeets, and 
twittering bullfinches. But 
there is also a lively potpourri 
of dogs, ducks, turkeys,

turtles, hares, hamsters, and 
other pets. 

So popular is Ptichy Rynok 
that even in the frosty cold of 
winter crowds spill into the 
adjoining streets as vendors 
try to snare customers before 
they enter the market proper. 

Among the sellers are 
elderly collective farmers, 
with tiny kittens peering out 
from under their rough coats, 
middle-aged factory workers 
hovering over cages of hom¬ 
ing pigeons, young men hang¬ 
ing on to the leashes of Great 
Danes or shepherds, and 
women cradling soft mongrel 
puppies in their arms. 

“Here, take this nice 
poodle. She has a good 
mother,” offers one lady, 
opening her handbag to ex¬ 
pose a ball of white fluff. 

What is so appealing is the 
spontaneous, unorganized air 
of the market, which must be 
one of the last outposts of 
free enterprise here. The 
regime permits the bazaar to 
operate presumably because 
the state stores, such as 
Zoomagazin No. 4 at the 


entrance to the mart, cannot 
supply the growing demand for 
pets, and Ptichy Rynok af¬ 
fords Russians a chance to 
acquire pets and dispose 
humanely of those they do not 
want, earning some money in 
the process. 

It also enables authorities 
to keep the pet trade under 
c o n t r ol. Plainsclothesmen 
thread in and out of the 
crowds, watching out for 
speculators and profiteers, 
although most of the vendors 
seem to be amateur animal 
fanciers, raising white mice 
and guppies less for profit 
than for the sheer enjoyment 
and camaraderie of it. 

No less Intriguing than the 
live creatures is the odd 
assort ment of homemade 
wooden cages, cardboard 
boxes, bottles, baskets, tote 
bags, suitcases, and other 
containers devised for them. 
The fish section is a veritable 
Rube Goldberg carnival of 
ingeniously fashioned aquari¬ 
ums, some hanging from 
straps slung around their 
owners’ necks. 


“How much?" blurts out a 
little boy pointing to a 
handsome tropical specimen 
twirling around in a pickle jar.

NEW YORK - Some of the 
wor Id’s most-written-* bout 
ladies may think they’re 
wearing costume jewelry, but 
actually it’s a piece of 
sculpture clasped around their 
necks. 

“Sculpture Is a natural 
progression from Jewelry,’* 
says William De Lillo, whose 
necklaces and bracelets many 
women like Princess Grace, 
Christina Ford, Mrs. RelnakSo 
Herrera, Baroness Guy de 
Rothschild and Mrs. Henry 
Ittleson wear to parties while 
they keep the real thing In the 
safe. 

Last year about this time 
he took the first step quite 
easily. "When you're design¬ 
ing jewelry there’s always a 
lot of metal around and I 
started working with it.” His 
first important piece of glided 
bronze sculpture had a pock¬ 
marked surface like the 
moon. He mounted it on a 
marble base and set it in the 
foyer of his showroom, where 
it was soon spotted by fashion 
director Majorie Downey. She 
asked him to make a small 
group of table sculptures for 
Ciro, the Fifth Avenue 
jeweler, to sell as Christmas 
gifts.

They are made in limited 
editions of 200 or 150 and cost 
from $50 to $200. 

William De Lillo made all 
the originals of his multiples 
himself. He worked in his own 
kitchen, c-u 11 i n g the tiny 
squares of metal and solder¬ 
ing them into abstract shaipes. 
“You ought to see what a 
mess my place is,” he says. 

The mini sculptures at 
Ciro’s all have names like 
Con Edison, which is actually 
a stack of little golden tubes. 
Some of the others are 
Brazilla, Modem Times and 
Avalanche. All of them are’ 
gold-plated and set on lucite 
bases with their own name¬ 
plate. 

Far from stopping at the 
Ciro multiples, William De 
Lillo is going on to larger 
pieces of sculpture in more 
important materials. He will 
have a serious show in 


December at the Sign of the 
Mermaid, a gallery in Grosse 
Pointe, and is planning one 
next year in New York. 

A collection of slightly 
larger but still table-size 
bronzes is aimed at those 
expensive ladies who wear his 
jewelry, a list that also 
includes Princesss Margaret, 
Mrs. Jules Stein, Mrs. Prentis 
Cobb Hale, Mrs. Josh Logan, 
Mrs. Donald Stralem, Mrs. 
Bob Hope and many others. 
The bronzes are all set in 
marble or semi-precious 
stones with an average price 
of $300. 

The building motif comes 
through strong, in the 
bronzes, just as it does in the 
multiples. One of the most 
effective is Exercise in Tri¬ 
angles, inspired by pieces of 
lumber thrown around a yard, 
another is the skeleton of a 
tall building.

Byes in Pregnancy 
May Retard Babies

OTTAWA (CP) — Babies 
bom from women who have 
had X-rays involving the use 
of dyes may have a thyroid 
disorder which, unless treated 
at birth, could cause mental 
retardation, an Ottawa doctor 
said Friday. 

Dr. Ian Henderson, a medi¬ 
cal doctor specializing in drug 
reactions, said pregnant 
women who have had X-rays 
involving the use of dyes 
anytime within the two pre¬ 
vious years should make 
certain their doctors know 
this so special tests can be 
done. 

Recent studies at the Ot¬ 
tawa General Hospital showed 
that some X-ray dyes remain 
for a long time in a woman's 
body. This may affect thyroid 
function in her baby after 
birth and cause sePlfie retarda¬ 
tion in mental development. 

Henderson said much larger 
studies now must be carried 
out involving more "women-at- 
risk.” The numbers of women 
who have had such X-rays is 
relatively small in any one 
area, so he is asking doctors 
across Canada to notify the 
Ottawa General about such 
cases. 

"Even small disfunctions of 
the baby’s thyroid . . . could 
cause some retardation, per¬ 
haps just the slow learner." 

A test can be done by any 
wi»man-at-risk during her fii-st 


---• a* 


or second visit to the doctor 
during her pregnancy. The 
test, called a PBI level for 
Protein Bound iodine, will 
show if the woman has any 
thyroid disfunction. 


If so, the baby can have a 
blood test at birth to deter¬ 
mine if there is thyroid 
disfunction and he can be 
given the necessary thyroid 
hormone treatment.

World Study 
Of Family

Proposed 

OTTAWA (PC) - The 
Canadian Catholic Conference 
has asked its synod of bishops 
to consider a worldwide study 
of the family at its next 
meeting in Rome. 

The organizatirn said in a 
news release that the sugges¬ 
tion. based on a survey of 
Canada’s bishops, was con¬ 
tained in a letter to Arch¬ 
bishop S. Rubin, general 
secretary of the synod of 
bishops. 

The letters said the synod 
"could be a rich opportunity 
for gathering and studying” 
family life in all parts of the 
world. 

It suggested cataloging cus¬ 
toms. cultures, civilizations 
and religions around the 
world to help the synod 
discuss^ similarities and dif¬ 
ferences of cultures and h<nv 
Christianity influences family 
behavior.

HOW HYPNOSIS HELPS PEOPLE

Now that Thanksgiving Day 
is past, an appropriate sub¬ 
ject is that of the help of 
hypnosis for those who wish 
to and should reduce weight 
— and stay that way. 
Hypnosis simply helps one 
change his way of eating. 
In many cases, the family 
doctor has given the per¬ 
son a diet that he should 
follow, but with “will 
power” alone, he simply 
can’t seem to stick to it. 
In other cases, there is no 
definite prescribed diet 
given by the physician but 
it is indicated that the 
patient should reach a 
lower weight level, and 
stay there. 

There is nothing magical 
about hypnosis that causes 
a person to lose weight, it 
simply helps him consume 
less calories and thereby 
reach a lower weight level.

Many people who are rest¬ 
less and high strung, use 
eating as a means of tem¬ 
porarily feeling more com¬ 
fortable, especiEdly when 
something happens to up¬ 
set them. With these people 
using hypnosis to train 
them to live in a more con¬ 
tented, more relaxed way, 
may cause a weight reduc¬ 
tion, by less eating, with¬ 
out saying a word about 
their eating habits during 
hypnotic suggestions. 

Since everyone is different, 
the hypnotic suggestions 
"“must be formulated in¬ 
dividually for each person. 
Usually, the patient re¬ 
ceives hypnotic suggestions 
during weekly sessions.

he says there are two sources 
of danger to it. 

The first is that children 
may pick up germs through 
collecting water samples from 
polluted ditches or areas near 
sewage outfalls. No harm, 
would come if children went 
only to unpolluted areas (like, 
for . example, those declared 
safe for swimming), but it 
could not be guaranteed this 
would happen. 

The polluted water children 
might find to test could even 
contain such germs as cholera 
and typhoid, he said. 

The second area of danger 
is that children may grow 
dangerous bacteria from the 
water they collect without 
realizing it is dangerous and 
this could then cause disease, 
Whitbread said.

"Jubie" was nominated ear¬ 
lier this month to run for the 
office of western Canada re- 
and it is understood he won’t 
try to hang onto his local pre¬ 
sidency as a result. 

This would leave popular 
Duncan first vice-president 
Fernie Viala as the logical 
choice of the officers for the 
top job. 

Sources say Viala has 
been “pretty well running 
the local anyway" because of 
the time Jubenville has had to 
spend in Vancouver in conec- 
tion with ooast region negotia¬ 
tions.

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It was the end of the 
long, dusty trail Satur¬ 
day and the beginning of 
a spanking new, shorter 
stretch of blacktop—the 
final paved link of B.C.’s 
No. 4 Highway extension 
linking Port Alberni with 
the rugged west coast 
Island communities of 
Ucluelet, Long Beach 
and Tofino. 

Completion of thp 15-mile 
stretch of new road will mean 
an easier route for the thou¬ 
sands of visitors who come 
with boat and camping gear 
to enjoy surging seas and 
shining sand of Pacific Rim 
National Park — including 
spectacular Long Beach. 

Saturday’s official opening 
marks the end of dust and pot 
holes, of mud and switch- 
backs, and now it is jiossible 
to drive the lowest-slung of 
vehicles into the park com¬ 
plex. 

On hand for opening cere¬ 
monies at the last link, on 
Sproat Lake's Taylor Arm, 
were mayors Bill Russell of 
Ucluelet; Hugo Peterson of 
Tofino; Fred Bishop, Port Al¬ 
berni; Alberni MLA Bob Skel- 
ly and sundry members of 
these communities and their 
suntMihding areas. 

Cost of the final stretch was 
82,600,000. The B.C. parks 
branch plans to establish two 
small parks half way along 
the new road and has re¬ 
served 61 acres of land at 
Friesan Creek and 134 acres 
at Clutesi Creek. 

Park officials said they are 
considering developing the 
two parks for cyclists and 
hikers because the properties 
are too small for camping and 
trailer sites. 

The official and unofficial 
opening celebrations in¬ 
cluded a motorcade from Port 
Alberni leaving Port Alberni 
for Taylor Arm at. about 10 
a.m. 


Forty high school students 
ran a relay from Tofino to 
ribbon-cutting ceremonies at 
the arm, where several 
hundred persons watched 
Skelly cut a ribbon to open 
the road.

Next there was a tour of 
Long Beach en route to Uclue¬ 
let, where the evening held 
eoctails, a Japanese smorgas¬ 
bord and a community dance 
in Ucluelet recreation hall. 

The three chambers of com- j 
merce have all had a hand in 
promoting a hard surface, j 
scenic route linking the park j 
area.

A resourceful friend of mine wanted 
to grow Helxine on a vertical rock wall 
by his garden pool, but couldn't figure 
out how to get it eterted. 

Finally he mixed a handful of the 
moss-like plant into a ball of wet clay 
and threw the ball, full force, at the 
wall, where it splattered and stuck.

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Astrology Ill-Used 


The enormous revival (or 
recrudescence, you will) of 
interest in astrology the last 
lew years has prompted many 
readers to write to me asking 
why I have not commented 
on the subject and whether I 
am a skeptic or a true be¬ 
liever. 

The reason I have not com¬ 
mented Is that I have nothing 
of value td contribute to the 
discussion, for I am a “skep¬ 
tical believer,” hanging loose 
on both sides of the question. 

T am a believer in that, 
along with Hamlet, I’am con¬ 
vinced that there are more 
things in heaven and earth 
than are dreamed of in Hora¬ 
tio’s (or anyone's) philoso¬ 
phy. 

I anw#t the same time a 
skeptic, Decause I am equally 
convinced that astrology, as 


understood and practiced 
today, is as far from the es¬ 
sential truth of tile matter as 
ancient astrology was from 
Renaissance astronomy, or 
medieval alchemy was from 
modern chemistry. - 

Some 50 years ago, J. B. S. 
Haldane, the distinguished 
British scientist, remarked 
that "My suspicion is that the 
universe Is not only queerer 
than we suppose, but queerer 
than we can suppose.’* 

As I grow older, and learn 
more, I increasingly agree 
with this remark; such mat¬ 
ters as precognition and ESP 
— laughed out of scientific 
court a generation ago — now 
seem not only plausible but 
probable. 

I am sure that, in some 
still-obscure way, the life of 
the electron is related to the 


life of the person, and that 
each of us is the result of a 
confluence of factors, from 
the genetic to the cosmologi¬ 
cal, that we have scarcely 
begun to comprehend. 

At the same time, I find it 
vulgar and repellent that so 
many quacks and oppor¬ 
tunists have taken advantage 
of this uncharted realm, and, 
Instead of approaching it with 
scientific delicacy of spiritual 
reverence, have perverted it 
for gain or notoriety or cheap 
sensationalism. 

If astrology, in its ultimate 
form, should turn out to have 
any merit, surely it is not for 
the vain and petty purpose of 
advising us of the most propi¬ 
tious day to bet on the horses, 
or warning us of that conjunc¬ 
tion of planets when we 


should beware of meeting a 
dark stranger. 

It is thi3 ignorant and melo¬ 
dramatic pandering to our 
hopes, fears, and general cre¬ 
dulity that formerly put as¬ 
trology in such bad odor. 

If a science, it should not 
pretend to know more than it 
does, an attitude which is 
fatal to the scientific en¬ 
terprise; if a "spiritual” dis¬ 
cipline (What ever that may 
mean), it should not traffic in 
such mundane matters as 
investments and carnal en¬ 
counters. 

As commonly practised 
today, astrology offers the 
worst of both worlds — bogus 
science and shallow philoso¬ 
phy — and we can thank our 
lucky stars if it is not taken 
too seriously before it^* be¬ 
comes worthy of seriousness.

Money Grows Out of Ground 

The Silent Success 


By BILL THOMAS

Five years ago, W. G., 
Smith, 937 Balmoral, set out 
to see/just how much of his 
food he could grow on 1,000 
square feet of garden, and, to 
his surprise, the patch of 
ground has provided two- 
thirds of his nourishment, a 
book that is on its way to 
becoming a gardening best¬ 
seller and 52,000 in cash. 

After reading Rachel Car¬ 
son’s book;? The Silent Spring, 
Smith decided to carry out an 
experiment based on his own 
backyard. 

He discovered from his 
neighbor, who had lived on 
the street for some years, 
that the property Smith deci¬ 
ded to cultivate had never

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been worked extensively, 
though Smith himtfelf had but 
in a garden for two/ years 
before embarking on this 
major experiment. 

Well Qualified 

“I resolved that I would 
become a total vegetarian 
throughout the period of the 
experiment, because I was 
thoroughly disgusted with the 
poor quality of the fruit and 
vegetables available c o m- 
mercially," said Smith. 

Having gardened in Eng¬ 
land, the United States, 
Canada and the south of 
France, and being an irriga¬ 
tion engineer prior to his 
retirement in Victoria, Smith 
was well qualified to set 
about his systematic experi¬ 
ments. 

His success is due to three 
essential ingredients — com¬ 
post, the channelling method 
of cultivation, and irriga¬ 
tion. Channelling consists of 
dividing the garden with stone 
walks which are permanent, 
and then the carpet-sized 
patches of ground are culti¬ 
vated carefully. Smith’s car¬ 
dinal rule is, “Never ever dig 
the garden.” 

Air Channels 

He argues that it is totally 
unreasonable to disturb the 
air channels in the soil made 
by worms and the rotting of 
roots. Using a modified sys¬ 
tem of composting, based on 
the Australian box system 
under which the compost is 
moved from box to box 
yearly, Smith has a ready 
supply of organic material to 
serve as a top dressing. 

He spreads quantities of 
this on his channelled areas 
and plants his crops into it 
directly, scratching the sur¬ 
face with just a rake. From 
the very beginning he kept 
detailed notes, not only of 
what he planted but also of 
what auxiliary purchases he 
had to make to round out his 
diet. 

When he undertook vege¬ 
tarianism, he did it com-

pletely, cutting out even dairy 
products, eggs and milk. He 
found that during thq winter 
months he had to buy some 
„ fresh vegetables, oats, soya 
product^, honey and yeast 
extract. 

Heavy Crops 

One of his most important 
crops were legumes. 

“I really planted heavy 
crops of peas and beans 
because if they are grown 
property they are, weight for 
weight, as nutritious as the 
best red beef.” 

He allows his crops to ripen 
on the vine until the p<xls 
become like parchment, and 
then he shakes the dried peas 
and beans into bags for 
basement storage. 

He had originally intended 
to write an article on survival 
gardening in the Pacific 
Northwest, but he found his 
notes, when collated, rep¬ 
resented a lengthy book. 

Smith decided he should 
publish the book, so adopting 
the same practical approach 
he takes toward gardening, he 
decided to take his manu¬ 
script to New York. 

Busy Editor 

Smith marc hed into 
Scribners’ New York office 
with his manuscript under his 
arm and was accorded the 
predictably polite but cool 
reception. But he was assured 
by one of the company’s 
editors. Miss Eleanor Parker, 
that she would read the book. 

The busy editor explained 
that since the organic garden¬ 
ing craze started, the com¬ 
pany had been deluged with 
books on the subject. 

Smith flew home from New 
York and had barely got 
started back gardening when 
he got a letter from Scribners 
with a contract to publish his 
bock, a cheque for $2,000 
a gainst advance royalties, 
and an option on anything 
else he cared to write. 

City Dwellers 

Smith doesn’t see his style 
of gardening as a fad or 
passing fancy, but as a 
system that more and more 
city dwellers will have to 
follow if they are to obtain 
vegetables that are not con¬ 
taminated with toxic pesti¬ 
cides. 
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Esquimalt-Saanich Conser- 
v a t i v e candidate Donald 
Munro issued a campaign bul¬ 
letin Saturday saying if elect¬ 
ed he would work to have oil 
spill equipment mandatory on 
fell large ships sailing Canadi¬ 
an waters. 

Munro explained that 
the equipment he has In mind 
was developed in Victoria and 
produces an instant boom of 
plastic foam. 

He said the equipment has 
been shown to contain oil 
spills and can be carried in a 
small boat aboard larger 
ships. 

It costs between $15 and $20 
a linear foot which he said 
“would be insignificant when 
compared with the cleanup 
price of such recent disasters 
as Chedabucto Bay, Santa 
Barbara or San Francisco 
harbor.” 

In discussing the Chedabuc¬ 
to incident, in Nova Scotia, 
Munro said the cleanup cost 
more than $5 million with the 
Canadian government picking 
up $4 million of that bill. 

“We have minimum safety 
requirements for passengers 
and crews of ships operating 
in Canadian waters,” said 
Munro, “including firefighting 
equipment, lifejackets and 
lifeboats, so why not mini¬ 
mum safety requirements for 
the environment.” 

□ 

Independent candidate Dan 
Heffernan said in a report of 
a meeting Friday at Norway 
House he would like to see 
federally-funded clinics for 
heroin addicts. 

He suggested such clinics 
could administer heroin to ad¬ 
dicts at "a cost of about five 
cents” and could provide 
counselling and incentive pro¬ 
grams to bring addicts back 
into society. 

Heffernan said such a pro¬ 
gram would “stop thefts 
heroin addets do to support 
their habits.”

His fears were well- 
founded, for had he drawn 
trumps he would have lost 
the slam. 

Briggle solved his prob¬ 
lems as follows. After win¬ 
ning the club in dummy he 
played a diamond to his 
king. He then played two 
high trumps from his hand 
and left one at large. In¬ 
stead of playing a third-high 
diamond (this would have 
been ruffed), he crossed to 
dummy's spade king and led 
a diamond from the table.

HONG KONG (UPI) — A 
gas explosion ripped through 
a crowded Japanese depart¬ 
ment store here Saturday, 
killing three persons and inju¬ 
ring more than 200 others. 

A government spokesman 
said 72 persons, including 11 
firemen and two polioe con¬ 
stables, were admitted to hos¬ 
pital while 139 others — most¬ 
ly victims of flying glass — 
were treated and released. 

The explosion, triggered by 
gas leakage, occurred on the 
mezzanine floor of the Dai- 
maru department store on the 
island. A weekend shopping 
crowd of several hundred was 
in the store at the time. 

“It was a major and ex¬ 
tremely violent explosion,” a 
fire services spokesman said. 
“It happened when some fire¬ 
men were checking the build¬ 
ing after there were reports 
of strong coal gas smell.” 

A woman and a fireman 
were killed in the blast, a 
police spokesman said. 

Police and fire services of¬ 
ficers cordoned off the area 
and clean-up teams began 
cleaning up debris from the 
streets. 

The main entrance of the 
department store and all the 
windows were blown out by 
the blast.

two suspected drug traf¬ 
fickers were killed. 

Frank Monastero, associate 
regional director cl the Feder¬ 
al Bureau of Narcotics, said 
the agent, Thomas Devine, 
will probably be paralysed 
from below the arms down. 

Devine was wounded 
Wednesday night when he 
burst Into a room at the 
Sheraton Motor Inn, where 
the slain agent, Frank Tum- 
millo, 25, was being held at 
gunpoint by the two suspected 
drug peddlers. 

Devine and Tummillo had 
arranged to buy 10 kilograms 
— 22 pounds — of Cocaine for 
$100,000 in cash from the sus¬ 
pects, Jose Matta and Jose 
Nieves, Monasteroo said. 

Matta and Nieves arrived at 
the lOth-floor room 45 minutes 
earlier than they were expect¬ 
ed, catching Tummillo alone 
and unarmed. 

As it turned out, Monastero 
said, the men had planned all 
along to rob their prospective 
clients, rather than sell them 
cocaine. 

The men whipped out pis¬ 
tols and demanded the 
money, and when Tummillo, 
who had hidden the cash, said 
he did not have it, they 
braced him against a wall 
and began searching the 
room. 

Hearing the commotion 
from an adjoining room, De- 
vine burst in through a con¬ 
necting door, was shot twice, 
and fell against the door. The 
door locked, barring the other 
agents from entering. 

As Matta and Nieves at¬ 
tempted to flee, they shot Tu- 
millo at point-blank range, 
killing him. The suspects 
were then themselves killed in 
a gunbattle with other agents 
in the 10-floor corridor. 

Monastero said he did not 
believe anyone else was in¬ 
volved in the robbery plot and 
closed the case. He denied 
that the agents had been 
hoodwinked, although admit¬ 
ting, “There was no cocaine 
in the picture.”

Windsor Smothered 


Poison Air 
Traced 
To De troit 


By DAVE THOMAS 

OTTAWA (CP) — The con¬ 
taminated atmoaphere of 
Windsor. Ont., far exceeds 
provincial pollution limits, 
and more than 90 per cent of 
the airborne filth is an unwel¬ 
come import from the United 
States. 

The International Joint Com¬ 
mission reported Thursday 
that a six-year monitoring 
program has shown that 
Windsor, a city of 212,000, is 
being smothered in the poi¬ 
sonous breath of its big neigh¬ 
bor Detroit, the powerhouse of 
the North American auto cul¬ 
ture. 

"The location of the sources 
of emissions coupled with the 
westerly winds, data collected 
at receptor sites on the banks 
of the Detroit River and visu¬ 
al observations provide un¬ 
equivocal evidence that air 
contaminants originating in 
the industrial complex of De¬ 
troit do move across the inter¬ 
national boundary into the 
Windsor ahea.” 

The Joint Commission estab¬ 
lished by Canada and the U.S. 
to handle problems 
which transcend the border di¬ 
viding them, ends its report 
with a request that the two 
governments invest it with a 
permanent role in pollution 
control. 

The report also proposes a 
set 6t air quality standards 
that would cut pollution by up 
to 80 per cent and it asks the 
governments of Canada, 
U.S., Ontario and Michigan to 
Incorporated them into their 
own laws. 

The report says a continuous 
monitoring program has 
shown that 90 per cent of the 
solid particulate pollution and 
: 94 per cent of the sulphur 
I dioxide emission in the De- 
i troit-Windsor area originates 
on the U.S. side of the river 
, separating the twin cities. 


In a large part of Windsor, 
the level* of both type* dt 
pollutant are about twice the 
maximum* let by the Ontario 
government. And In one spe¬ 
cific square mile of the oity, 
107 tons of dust fall every 
month. That's more than five 
times the provincial standard. 

The most culpable contribu¬ 
tors to the contamination of 
the area sky are the seven 
coal-bumlng plants of Detroit 
Edison, the supplier of elec¬ 
tricity to the U.S. city's heavy 
Industry and four million peo¬ 
ple. 

Detroit's General Motor* 
Corp., Chrysler Corp., and 
Ford Motor Company also are 
named in the report as major 
polluters.

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Weather 

Aids 

Bombing 


SAIGON (UPI) — 
American planes took 
advantage of improving 
weather to fly more than 
500 attack missions over 
North and South Viet¬ 
nam to help stall a new 
communist drive, the 
U.S. command said Sat¬ 
urday. 

On one ot the 330 tactical 
strike* over the north Friday, 
U.S. Air' Force Capt. Jeff C. 
Feinstein at East Troy, Wis., 
downed hi* fifth North Viet¬ 
namese MIG fighter and be¬ 
came the fifth U.S. air "Ace” 
of the war, the command 
said. 

There were 148 tactical 
etrikee in South Vietnam dur¬ 
ing the 24 hours ending at 5 
p.m. Friday and the com¬ 
mand said B52 heavy 
bombers ran 37 missions on 
both aides of the demilitarized 
zone during that time. 

Hie U.S. command said two 
American aircraft were lost 
over the north Tuesday and 
Thursday, and that all four 
crewmen were missing. 

Near Phnom Penh Saturday 
Soviet-made 122mm rockets 
tore through a Cambodian 
special forces camp, killing 
one Cambodian soldier and 
wounding 10 others. One ware¬ 
house was gutted by the 
rockets in the camp tour 
miles northwest of Phnom 
Penh. 

On the diplomatic front 
three of South Vietnam’s most 
important ambassadors were 
caUed back to Saigon for ur¬ 
gent consultations with Pres¬ 
ident Nguyen Van Thieu Fri¬ 
day. Tran Kim Phuong, am¬ 
bassador to the United States, 
had to comment to newsmen’s 
questions in Saigon concern¬ 
ing the continuing peace nego¬ 
tiations. Also summoned for 
talks by Thieu were the am¬ 
bassador to Britain, Vuong 
Van Bac, and the ambassador 
to Paris, Pham Dang Lam. 

Meanwhile a 12-man Pathet 
Lao communist delegation ar¬ 
rived in Vientiane Saturday to 
begin negotiations with the 
Laotian government on a 
peace settlement. 

This is the first such delega¬ 
tion to arrive in Vientiane 
since the Pathet Lao left the 
tripartite government in 1963. 


Hanoi 

Presses 

Claim 

SAIGON (UPI) — A Hanoi 
Radio broadcast Saturday 
pressed the claim that Ameri¬ 
can bombs destroyed the 
French mission in Hanoi last 
Wednesday. 

The broadcast said that 
fragments of two U.S. bombs 
were found in the ruins of the 
French mission in downtown 
Hanoi and a third unexploded 
bomb was found about 100 
yards away. 

The English language seg¬ 
ment of Hanoi Radio, in a 
broadcast monitored in Sai¬ 
gon, said: "Fragments and 
the unexploded bomb bear in¬ 
scriptions and letters showing 
they belong to the U.S. 
Navy.” 

The French ambassador to 
China was quoted by Hanoi 
Saturday as saying "such 
bombings are deplorable,” 
and the damage to the French 
mission "could not be caused 
by*a SAM missile.” 

The broadcast said the am¬ 
bassador arrived in Hanoi to 
visit French delegate Pierre 
Suslni who was wounded in 
the blast. 

Meanwhile France, Algeria 
and India have protested to 
the UjS. state department that 
their missions in downtown 
Hanoi were damaged by 
American bombs. 

The U.S. navy reported a 
Wednesday noon air strike at 
the Gia Lam railroad yards, 
three miles from downtown 
Hanoi, by war planes off the 
aircraft carrier USS Midway. 


Protest Lodged 
Over POWs 

RAWALPINDI, Pakistan 
(UPI) — Pakistan protested 
to India Saturday against 
what it said was repeated use 
of force on Pakistani prison¬ 
ers of war detained in India. 

The Swiss ambassador and

THANKS TO VICTORIA 


Victoria had won my 
heart in 1959 when I 
(then Miss Mortimore) 
ventured out from On¬ 
tario to be district admin¬ 
istrator for CNIB on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

My husband. Ray was a Van¬ 
couverite who liked the Island. He 
continued to like it even after he 
was blinded in a car accident near 
Campbell River in 1956. 

After a complete rehabilitation 
program with CNIB and several 
years’ work in a film company’s 
dark room, Ray decided to join the 
ktaff of CNIB. 

This decision was a lucky one for 
us both. As a part of his in-service 
training Ray spent a week in Vic¬ 
toria office, just long enough for us 
lo want to know each other better. ^ 

This was in 1963. just when.I was 
about to return to Toronto School of 
Social Work lor the last year of my 
master’s degree. We couldn’t face 
being parted for that long, so Ray 
transferred to Ontario. 

Thus, we were married, but we 
had lost our beloved west coast. (All 
this proves that the one thing we 
love more than B.C. is one another.) 

We were happy in St. Catharines, 
Ont., where we settled. Ray tra¬ 


velled for CNIB; I did marriage 
counselling at the Children's Aid, 
and we took full advantage of the 
cultural centres all around us. But 
how we longed for the moody sea 
winds, the haunting. cries of gulls 
and the swish of the tides! 

In 1968 on the theory that it 
would take us halfway home, we 
moved to Winnipeg. Ray adminis¬ 
tered the rehabilitation department 
for CNIB and I supervised in adop¬ 
tions at Children’s Aid. We took in 
pAs and concerts and played 
with pleasant friends. 3ut 
yearning for the gentle climate 
snowless pavements of Victoria 



hopeless for us. they took a definite 
turn for the worse. Without warning 
I suffered an almost fatal heart at¬ 
tack. This reminder of how short life 
can be prompted us to get back to 
Victoria right away. 

No sooner was I pronounced able 
to travel than the air strike ground¬ 
ed all Canadians. That’s where the 
long February^ journey and the lost 
furniture came in. But that's where 
our bad luck left us. 

For us, the magic of Victoria is 
woven of several matchless ele¬ 
ments.

The helpful kindness reaching out 
to us from all sides is truly hum¬ 
bling. First of all, our friends, old 
and new, are like good friends any¬ 
where — only more so. Our neigl*- 
bors, strangers to us a few months 
ago. lend a cheerful hand with 
transportation, shopping, gardening, 
you name it. The local shopkeepers 
have time to do everything from 
reading greeting cards to identifying 
postage stamps. City bus drivers 
never forget your stop, and one of 
these friendly felkxws even took Ray 
Hff a weekend’s fishing. (Come to 
think of it, that’s one other thing 
Ray dees like better than me — 
Fishing.) 

This ultra-friendly, easy-going 
place somehow stimulates new en¬ 
deavors. Ray is trying his hand at 
woodworking and wine-making, and 
I'm learning creative writing from 
an excellent teacher I met through 
CNIB. 

The Institute for the Blind, 
directed by Sliss I. Beveridge, is of 
inestimable value in shaping our 
new life. The agency provides Ray 
with work in its concession stands, 
and lends us volunteer readers, 
braille and tape equipment. Now 
that I am regaining my health I 
hope to do some volunteer visiting 
and public relations work in return. 

Is it any wonder that we strug¬ 
gled for eight years to resettle here? 
Thanks to Victoria we live each day 
to the full, and we are grateful 
every day that we have come home. 


COUNT YOUR BLESSINGS 


Alter sounds of fumb¬ 
ling confusion the door of 
the polling station opens 
and four figures struggle 
in. The lady has difficulty 
walking (probably polio) 
but she is a capable guide 
to her three blind friends. 

The newcomers are smiling and 
natural but not so- their audience. 
Bystanders scurry out of the way; 
officials leaf nervously through their 
Instructions. 

f The would-be voters offer their 
names and then wait in embarrass- 
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ing silence while the people behind 
the desk confer in whispers. 

Finally, the DRO announces 
loudly: 

“The three blind men must raise 
their right hands and swear to keep 
the name of their candidate secret.** 

“I believe I take that oath." ven¬ 
tured the l^dy. “so that I can mark 
my friends’ballots for them.” 

Her help was ignored. 

“There doesn’t seem to be any 
set rule about our taking an oath, - ’ 
one of the men explained, “except 
sometimes we are asked to swear 
that we are illiterate.” 

His humor was ignored. 

In the end the men had to take 
the oath of secrecy. Each was then 
awkwardly led by an officious clerk 
into the voting cubicle where he had 
to perjure himself by disclosing the 
name of his choice. 

Incidents like these are hilarious 
in retrospect, but devastating at the 
time. 

Blind Canadians brought our 


plight to the Royal Commission on 
the Status of Women in 1968. This 
submission requested that “a simpli¬ 
fied form of oath to be administered 
privately be instituted; that the 
Elections Act (Section 45. sub-sec¬ 
tions 8 and 9) be reworded, omitting 
the word “illiterate” and tht all dep¬ 
uty returning officers must have the 
necessary forms available and know 
bow to deal with them, so that a 
blind elector does not have to ex- 
ericise her franchise at the expense 
of her dignity 

To my knowledge, no action has 
been taken on these recommen 
dations, so I am prepared for un-in- 
formed or tactless workers at the 
polling station once again. 

■Well, at least I am able to get in¬ 
side the place. Many citizens with 
motor disabilities cannot negotiate 
the steep stairs of the buddings used 
1 e.g. St. Aidan's chia*ch) and must 
return home voteless. If one of these 
disabled people had the stamina, he 
could locate a more accessible sta¬ 
tion, take an oath tha£ he had not 


voted already, and go home tired 
but satisfied. 

I am glad to hear that arrange¬ 
ments are now made for hospital pa¬ 
tients to vote. Other shut-ins are not 
so fortunate unless they live in one 
of the nursing homss used for voting 
centres. 

Contemplating all these obsta¬ 
cles. you’d wonder why handicapped 
people would bother voting at all. 
But vote w’e must. We remember 
the hundreds of years and the 
human sacrifices that went into ob¬ 
taining the franchise and we go. 
Moreover, we have a right to beef 
about the government if we partici¬ 
pated in the election. So we call on 
our bravest friend, or our dauntless 
party headquarters for escort, and 
we set forth. 

All of the foregoing is actually a 
plea to the one-third or so of the 
population who just don’t bother to 
vote.

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PIONEER SQUARE 

Burial Place of Early Victorians

Thusands of tourists 
who throng Victoria's 
streets each si/mmer have 
seen and possibly strolled 
through the small park- 
like square in the shadow 
of Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral on Quadra Street. 
Many must have paused 
beside the I large table 
monuments to reac/l the 
inscriptions still visible on 
their surfaces. 

They may even have wondered 
about the smaller memorial tablets 
ranged along the back of the square. 
But few can have known that here 
under their very feet lie some of 
first residents of this north-Pacific 
“outpost of Empire” as a writer of 
that time named Fort Victoria. 

According to a map of Victoria 
drawn in 1858 by one of British Co¬ 
lumbia’s noted pioneers, Alfred 
Waddington, the Quadra Street or 
Pioneer cemetery had already been 
set aside for that purpose. * ^ 

This new burial ground was in¬ 
tended to suspercede the still-earlier 
one on Johnston Street which had al¬ 
ready been encroached upon by 
commercial buildings with nearby 
lots selling for as high as $ 2 , 000 . So 
it seems our ancestors were moved 
as much as their descendants by the 
possibility of increased tax-revenue. 

An editorial in The Colonist of 
April 2, 1861, refers to the transfer 
of several remains from Johnston 
Street to the new cemetery. During 
the first six months of 1861 there 
were 26 interments recorded by the 
sexton of the Anglican Church. 

The Quadra Street burial site was 
then considered sufficiently far from 
the town to make it suitable for its 
purpose, though there were a 
number of citizens, more far-sighted 
than some, who protested that it 
was still to near the rapidly-grow¬ 
ing community. 

Even as early as 1859 a letter 
captioned "The City of the Dead" 
appeared in the Victoria Gazette de¬ 
scribing the new site as one of 
“dreariness, desolation and gloom.” 
As photographs of the area off 
Quadra and Burdett show, the new 
cemetery lay in the heavy shade of 
rows of trees. That the opinion of 
prophetic citizens was prompted by 
the right idea soon became evident 
when it was necessary to terminate 
burials in the new site within 15 
years of its inception. 

Ultimately Ross Bay was chosen 
and for many years remained the 
cemetery for Victoria, Sir James 
Douglas being one of the most illus¬ 
trious pioneers buried there. 

Before this new move Pioneer 
Square, as it was later called, had 
fallen into a disgraceful state. In a 
Colonist editorial dated Oct. 11,1874, 
under the caption “Desecration of 
the Dead” allusion was made to tot¬ 
tering fences partly broken-away so 
that cattle and swine ravaged the 
graves. Half the ornamental trees 
planted around the borders were 
dead, headstones and fences were 
collapsing and lying strewn in all di¬ 
rections, either by natural decay or 


acts of vandals. At last the authori¬ 
ties awoke to the situation and 
adopted the only feasible procedure. 

The headstones were gathered up 
and placed upright along the eastern 
border of the cemetery, in which sit¬ 
uation they remain today. Only the 
larger, table monuments were left in 
their original place. Many citizens of 
that time, however, had the remains 
of relatives removed to Roes Bay. 

There is a fairly well-authenticat¬ 
ed story that one comer of Pioneer 
Square for a time was used as a 
temporary resting place for the 
bodies of deceased Chinese residents 
of Victoria. It was then the custom 
among these highly-respected people 


their mother’s remains. Years later 
— in 1920, after a long and distin¬ 
guished career an both a physician 
and politician Dr. Helmcken died in 
what is today known, as Helmcken 
House. His body was taken to Van¬ 
couver for cremation. The ashes 
were placed in an urn and interred 
ip the same grave as that of his wife 
and children. 

Dr. Helmcken had lived to see 
Fort Victoria become a beautiful 
city, world-renowned for its scenery 
and climate. He had been the first 
Speaker of the House or Legislative 
Council and president of British Co¬ 
lumbia’s first medical association. 

More important still he was this

home to China for burial contained a 
phial of gold to pay for the service 
rendered! 

Close to the towering walls of the 
present Christ Church Cathedral 
still lies the monument of one of this 
city’s most noteworthy pioneers — 
that of Dr. John Sebastian Helmck¬ 
en. A surgeon and officer of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company in Fort 
days, Dr. Helmcken arrived from 
England* aboard the sailing ship 
Norman Morison in 1850. He mar¬ 
ried one of Sir James Douglas' 
daughters, Cecilia, and built one of 
the first houses outside the Fort 
walls. It survives still and is a mu¬ 
seum of early days. In 1865 Mrs. 
Helmcken died and was buried in 
the Quadra Street cemetery. 

At the same time the bodies of 
two of the Helmcken infants 
which had been laid to rest under 
some holly trees in the parents’ gar¬ 
den were lifted and placed with 


Today the very location of his grave 
is uncertain. However in 1943 Native 
Sons of British Columbia, Post No. 
1 , was instumental in having a stone 
erected to Ross’s memory, a grand¬ 
son having supplied the information 
as to the approximate location of the 
grave. 

A notable naval figure of early 
Victoria is also commemorated in 
the southwest comer of the ceme¬ 
tery. 

He was Lieutenant Charles Rufus 
Brown, who was highly commended 
for his service in the Crimean War. 
His memorial Is a stone replica of a 
broken mast, and was erected about 
1860 by the British navy for person¬ 
nel of that navy who had died in ser¬ 
vice on this Pacific station of Esqui¬ 
mau. 

Young Robson had come to the 
station in 1860. The next year he had 
an engagament with the Haida In¬ 
dians near Campbell River and in 


the late fall he learned that the 
Florencia, a Peruvian ship, had /. 
been blown into Nootka Sound and 
been wrecked. 

He left Esquimau in HMS For¬ 
ward and hastened to the scene. 
Here the news reached him that an 
American brig, Consort, had also 
been wrecked at San Josef Bay. 
Steaming there as fast as he could 
he managed to save the lives of 
some 23 persons who had taken ref¬ 
uge on the beach. 

Under full steam he returned to 
Nootka where he picked up the 
Florencia and started to tow her to 
Esquimau, but the following night a 
terrific storm arose. Ihe warship’s 
engines broke down. The towrope 
snapped in two and again the 
Florencia went ashore on what has 
ever since been known as Wteck 
Bay. 

The next day, with the Forward s 
engines repaired, Robson tried 
again to make it to Esquimau, but 
another storm blew up — one of the 
worst ever recorded on the west 
coast -r- and Forward could not get 
into Juan de Ffica Strait. For five 
days the captain tried, but finally 
had to turn northward and circum¬ 
navigate V jp B& uver Island. Nor 
were all the artels at an end. With so 
many extra people on board from 
the two wrecked ships, food ran out. 

Forward put into Fort Rupert, 
the Hudson’s Bay post at the north 
end of the Island, but the fur traders 
were also short of food and could 
give him only a bag of potatoes and 
a little flour. With this he got to 
Nanaimo where he obtained suf¬ 
ficient supplies to take him to Vic¬ 
toria. He had been given up as lost 
three weeks before his arrival. 

Such heroic exploits of seaman¬ 
ship were almost taken for granted 
in pioneer days. Some weeks later 
the British captain was killed when 
he was thrown from his horse. He 
was buried in Pioneer Square and a 
stone monument in the shape of a 
broken mast was erected over his 
grave to recall his life and sacri¬ 
fices. Years later the name Charles 
Rufus Robson was so badly eroded 
from the mast it could barely be 
read. Though so closely associated 
with the Royal Navy and wholly 
dependent on it at that time for pro¬ 
tection, early Victorians seemed 
rather callous about its heroes. 

Another table monument, similar 
to that of Dr. Helmcken's, is near 
the centre of the square. Under it 
lies buried John Work, one of the 
greatest figures of Hudson’s Bay 
history on this coast. Few men did 
mare for the development of the Pa¬ 
cific Slope than did John Work. He 
was associated with James McMil¬ 
lan in 1824 when the mouth of the % 
F i raser River was discovered and 
explored. Later a site was selected 
for Fort Langley in order to hold the 
river for the Crown. Work was also 
in command of the north coast for - 
same years and was responsible for 
the discovery of gold on Queen 
Charlotte Islands prior to the great *• 
Fraser River gold rush. 

He was also one of the early 
legislators of the Colony of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Not far from Work’s resting 
place is another of these table grave 
stones; that of J. Murray Yale for 
whom the present town of Yale was 
named, though at the beginning it 
was the Hudson’s Bay fort of Yale.

HE A NICE GUY? 


Whatever one's point of 
view, few can deny that 
Capt. Stamp was a char¬ 
acter or that he made a 
considerable contribution 
to the birth of Canada's 
third largest metropolis. 

In fact, today, visitors 
and Vancouver residents 
alike owe—inadvertently 
— thanks tor the pleas¬ 
ures of Stanley Park to 
the long-ago businessman 
who originally held the 
option to log this magni¬ 
ficent rain forest. 

Fortunately for us. Stamp’s origi¬ 
nal plan to strip Brockton Point was 
foiled by the tricky currents which 
occur here and which would have 
caused continuing headaches for the 
loggers attempting to secure the 
timber into rafts. Consequently, 
Stamp renegotiated with Gov. Fre¬ 
derick Seymour for a new lease 
(which put the original to shame I 
and proceeded to begin operations at 
Hasting’s Mill. 

Almost 20 years ago. Mr. Nesbitt 
wrote of Stamp: “He had an unsha- 
keable faith in the future of this new 
land. There were those who scoffed 
at him because he invested heavily 
in the future; he was told he was 
throwing his money away. He was 
laughed. at each new venture he 
went into. 

“He built sawmills in outrageous 
places, many of his fellow citizens 
said — in out-of-the-way places that 
would never, never possibly amount 
to anything — .faraway, isolated 
places like Albemi and a wilderness 
arm of the sea called Burrard’s 
Inlet . i . He built empires, small 
compared to those of today, but em¬ 
pires nonetheless, and to his initia¬ 
tive and vision must go in some 
measure much of the credit for the 
British Columbia \de know today.” 

Capt. Edward Stamp was, in 
fact, a walking contradiction. He 
could be charming and ruthless; he 
made fortunes overnight and lost 
them almost as easily; he gained 
wide respect for his daring in busi¬ 
ness, then proceeded to alienate 
many of those with whom he had 
dealings. He was, in short, irascible 
and vindictive, his photograph show¬ 
ing a muttonchopped scowl which 8 
can only be interpreted as indication * 
of the nature which lurked below. 
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For all of Stamp’s courage in busi¬ 
ness and his interest in public life, 
he leaves us wondering yet as to 
whether or not he was a “nice guy!” 

A British mariner and hero of the 
Crimean War. Capt. Stamp landed 
in the Pacific Northwest in 1856. 
when* commissioned by the British 
government to purchase nhip’s spars 
in Puget Sound. When, two years 
later, the discovery. of gold on a 
Fraser River sandbar prompted a 
stampede for the uncharted interior 
of New' Caledonia, Stamp threw all 
thought of bis maritime career to 
the winds. It was not the hope of 
finding his fortune on a riverbank, 
however. that intrigued him. 
Rather, he had plans for developing 
the colony’s incredibly rich re¬ 
sources, having realized that gold 
literally came in many forms other 
than mineral. 

He immediately demonstrated his 
flair for prophecy by attempting to 
form a company to pipe water into 
Victoria, the stafektown’s supply at 
that time being provided by tank- 
wagons at 25 cents a gallon, deliv¬ 
ered to the door. However, the en¬ 
terprising mariner’s proposal to lay 
pipes through Victoria’s muddy 
streets met only with the approval 
of the House of Assembly. Citizens

apparently preferred the rustic hor- 
sedrawn “bucket brigade,” and 
Stamp’s proposed waterworks was 
stillborn. 

(Actually, he had not been the 
first to foresee the effect of such an 
enterprise. Earlier, colonial survey¬ 
or Joseph Pemberton had requested 
that the Hudson's Bay Co. permit 
him to lay a sfhgle water main from 
v Spring Ridge to downtown for “not 
less than 40 persons. 

Whatever, by 1859, having made 
Victoria his headquarters, the indus¬ 
trious Capt. Stamp was manager of 
the Puget Sound Mill Company of 
Port Gamble, Washington Territory, 
which “furnish* ed l . . . spars for the 
English markets.” Among the com¬ 
pany's shipments during this period 
was thp delivery of the lower and 
topsail yards, the topmasts and two 
of the lower masts of the then-build¬ 
ing mammoth, the Great Eastern. 

By the following year, Stamp was 
involved in the establishing of a new 
mill on Alberni Canal. However, like 
most of his ventures, it did not hold 
-f his interest for long as, within three 
years, he sold his shares in Messrs. 
Edward Stamp and Co. In this par¬ 
ticular instance, at least. Stamp’s 
reputed talent for making enemies 
apparently did not come to the fore. 
In fact, it would appear that he had 
been popular w ith his men. who held 
a testimonial for him, it being re¬ 
ported that they “unanimously re¬ 
solved to present him with a gold 


watch and chain, with a suitable 
inscription, as a token of their re¬ 
spect and esteem . . . 

“Yesterday iCapt.) T. Pamphlet 
an E. Beedle, in the name of the 
workmen, presented the watch to 
Capt. Stamp, who expressed himself 
highly gratified with the token of 
their regard. The watch is vallied at 
$250.” 

(Which, when one remembers 
that the dollar was worth 10 times 
that of today, was a rather hand¬ 
some “token” of regard indeed). 

Stamp next turned his attention 
to the wilds of Burrard’s Inlet. Here, 
on the North Shore. “Sue” Moody 
had purchased the foundering J. O. 
Smith sawmill and transformed the 
quiet rain forest into a thriving in¬ 
ternational industry. Capt. Stamp 
held the same hopes for the inlet’s 
southern shore, obtaining from Gov. 
Seymour, after the disappointment 
at Brockton Point, a lease for 30,000 
acres. This lease, to be good for 21 
years and to cost his British Colum¬ 
bia and Vancouver Island Spar, 
Lumber and Sawmill Go. all of a 
cent an acre, ably justified the faith 
Stamp’s British backers had in him. 
Shortly before, he had returned 
from England with flOO.OOO capital 
and. with Seynour’s Messing, imme¬

diately set to work at carving a for¬ 
tune from the wil denies s. 

Seymour had, incidentally, 
thrown in permission for him to im¬ 
port all equipment duty-free, and 
granted his mill status as a port of

entry. And. with this governmental 
largesse. Stamp's Mill (soon ren¬ 
amed Hastings Mill) came into exis¬ 
tence, comprising, at the start, the 
sawmill, one store and four acres of 
fallen brush, shacks and saloons. 

Business boomed immediately; 
so much so, that Stamp ordered con¬ 
struction of a new tugboat, the hand¬ 
some steamer’s keel being 143 feet 
long and consist'ng “of'a solid clean 
balk of Douglas pine, 12 by 14 feet, 
made from a spar taken out of the 
forest at Burrard Inlet.” 

Launching of the tug almost 
proved embarrassing, that July af¬ 
ternoon of 1866. The Isabel’s bap¬ 
tism at Trahey’s yard had drawn a 
large crowd of well-wishers, who 
. crowded the shore or cruised about 
the yard in small boats "crammed 
to their capacity.” Suddenly, the 
schedule of events had to be revised, 
a workman having noticed that the 
Isabel was launching herself! 

* As the shores holding her in her 
cradle collapsed, workmen knocked 
away the last “dogs” securing her. 
Their alert action was matched by 
Mrs. J. G. Shepherd, who gave the 
ship's retreating bows a lusty whack 
with the bottle of champagne, just 
completing the traditional ceremony 
in time. The only one caught totally 
by surprise was the unidentified 
“jolly skipper” who had been In the 
process of climbing aboard the ship 
by a ladder just as she began to slip 
away. Seconds later, the Isabel was 
afloat and the hapless mariner pick¬ 
ing himself off the ground with a 
sheepish grin. 

Despite her eventful launching, 
the Isabel proceeded to enjoy one of 
the more illustrious careers in Pa¬ 
cific Northwest shipping. Almost 300 
tons, and 146 feet long, the striking 
vessel had cost the then awesome 
sum of $50,000. Constructed of the 
"finest timber ever put into a vessel 
on this coast,” the Isaliel, said a re¬ 
porter, was “almost too good to be 
engaged as a -tug at the Burrard 
Inlet mill for which she was de¬ 
signed.” 

Subsequently, Capt. Stamp had 
the new ship outfitted to accommo¬ 
date 50 passengers and 200 tons of 
freight with the intention of entering 
her in the lucrative California pas¬ 
senger and mail competition. How¬ 
ever, upon completion of her maiden 
voyage, during which she towed the 
bark Delaware to Nanaimo in a re- 
markable 12 hours. Stamp placed 
her on the Victoria-New West¬ 
minster run. 

Isabel immediately showed her 
heels to the competition by beating 
the paddlewheeler Enterprise by 10 
minutes, with Stamp at the helm. 
Within two weeks, the rivalry be¬ 
tween the two steamers had degen¬ 
erated into open hostility and a rate 
war, residents of Victoria and the 
Royal City enjoying reduced fares 
between both ports. 

In late 3867 Stamp again consid¬ 
ered the profitable California trade, 
at this time the monopoly of the 
California, Oregon and Mexico

Steamship Co. Approaching local 
authorities, he requested a $750 sub¬ 
sidy per voyage, two-thirds of which 
was to be paid to the colony, the bal¬ 
ance by the admiralty. His applica¬ 
tion, however, appears to have 
failed, as the Isabel continued in the 
local towboating trade. 

Gut Capt. Stamp had learned 
that, in business, you win one, you 
lose one. Consequently, be inves¬ 
tigated real estate, building "a fine 
block of stores . . . qn Government 
Street, opposite the Bank of BjC.” 
The three-atorey block of stores and 
offices was built entirely upon spec¬ 
ulation, Stamp being convinced that, 
despite his critics' denials, he would 
be able to rent the premises. Once 
again he proved himself to be ahead 
of his time as, even before comple¬ 
tion. the building was fully leased. 

Thus encouraged by his growing 
prosperity, Stamp now found time to 
cast his eye upon the political arena. 
This decision led to something of a 
puzzle for historians as. although 
elected originally in Esquimalt, with 
the union of the colonies of Van¬ 
couver Island and British Columbia, 
he changed his mind and his 
address to Lillooet where, by accla¬ 
mation ("the other candidates, find¬ 
ing they had not the ghost of a 
chance, resigned rather than con¬ 
tinue the contest to the close of the 
poll"), he was elected to the B.C. 
Council. 

A Victoria ; oumalist congratu¬ 
lated Lillooet upon its fortune in 
having "secured a gentleman of 
wealth, respectability, talent and, 
above all, unflinching loyalty. The 
district may well be proud of its rep¬ 
resentative who .will do all that lies 
in his power to advance the interest 
of the united colonies. We congratu¬ 
late the honorable gentleman upon 
his elevation to an honor that has 
been really ‘thrust upon him,’ and 
'•e compliment the electors of Lil¬ 
looet for their display of good sense 
.n selecting so fine a represent¬ 
ative." 

And so it went. Capt. Stamp 
seeming to have the golden touch of 
Midas. But not all begun under aus¬ 
picious circumstances achieved fi¬ 
nancial greatness. His ambitious 
Hastings Mill, for example, folded — 
despite an impressive production of 
4.000,000 feat of lumber and 100,000 
hand-cut shingles in a single year, 
with sales as far distant as China 
and Hawaii Across the inlet, Sue 
Moody not only topped these figures 
but prospered. 

Perhaps it was this setback that 
prompted Stamp to embark upon a 
new and novel venture, the canning 
of salmon. Sailing for England on 
another quest for finances, he re¬ 
turned to Victoria 14 months after, 
contracts in pocket and eager to 
begin exporting barrelled and tinned 
salmon to Europe. Leasing the 
former Royal Engineers’ barracks 
at New Westminster, he set to work 
with his usual enthusiasm and soon 
had the new plant in operation, a 
gourmet praising his piscatorial 
oroduct as being tastier than any 
other preserved fish. 

The delighted diner even recom¬ 
mended that the salmon be eaten 
cold, "or, as some prefer it, warmed 
up in the tin previous to being 
served ... It constitutes a most con¬ 
venient article of food for the bache¬ 
lor who does his own housework, as 
all trouble in preparation is tvoid- 
ed.” 

Thus, another first for Capt. 
Stamp: "TV" dinners! 

The captain’s new enterprise was 
proving so successful that, "even 
now, when most men seek repose 
from active business pursuits,” he 
felt impelled to sail for England to 
promote the first shipment of 
canned salmon upon Its arrival. 
Late in November of 1871, he em¬ 
barked for the Old Country. 


Sadly, it was to be his last great 
adventure for, two months after, 
word of his sudden death in London 
reached Victoria. Mourned the Colo¬ 
nist: "Capt. Stamp was a most en¬ 
terprising and energetic citizen and 


Not many anglers have time to 
think about how fast a fish swims 
whe he's hooked, but one thing is 
nure — he’s probably going as fast 
as he can. 

How much speed do fish develop? 
There's a wide variation between 
species, and even within a specie 
as far as ordinary travel, top speed 
and highest sustainable speed are 
concerned. 

Information gathered by Red 
Fisher at Mercury outboards shows 
that most anglers tend to overesti¬ 
mate the speed a hooked fish swims. 
One of the fastest species is the 
barricuda. and they have been ex¬ 
perimentally clocked at 27 miles per 
hour. It’s doubtful if other fast 
species, such as tuna, wahoo and 
marlin, exceed this rate. Brown 
trout swim at just over five miles 
an hour, while striped bass have 
been checked at 12 mph. 

Experiments have shown that fish 
swim by alternately contracting 
muscles on each side of their body, 
in effect pushing themselves against 
the water. How long the fish is, and

the rate at which its tail oscillates, 
determine the speed. 

Vertical fins, such as the dorsal, 
anal and caudal, are used mostly 
for balance. Paired fins, generally 
the pectoral fins, are used for steer¬ 
ing. 

Some of the flat fishes, such as 
flounders and ray*, move by undu¬ 
lating their bodies in a flattened 
since wave. Visualize this movement 
as a flag held horizontally In a stiff 
wind. 

Some fish, such as angler-fish, 
propel themselves by jetting 
streams of water through their gills. 
Many other species use this same 
method to assist them in turns, 
aloig with body and fin movements. 

Generaly speakinlg, most species 
of freshwater fish arecapable of ex¬ 
treme speed for only a short dis¬ 
tance. This is helpful in securing 
food, or escaping from another pre¬ 
dator. And. undoubtedly, when a 
fish is hooked it calls upon reserve 
strength to make a final slashing 
run through the water in a desperate 
bid for freedom. 


everyone’s livelihood because of our

(which) appears to have pursued 
this family in the past tew months.” 
Besides Cfcpt. Stamp. Mrs. Stamp 
and son Edward, the captain’s 
brother had passed ott^ess than a 
month before him. 

So ended ah illustrious chapter hk 
British Columbia’s, early develop¬ 
ment. Perhaps as much, if no# more 
so, than any of Ms peers; Capt 
Stamp had recognized the future 
province's potential, its almost lim¬ 
itless treasury of natural resources. 
Where others had feared to tsead, 
he had rushed in to build sawmills, 
steamboats and buildings, and had 
gambled upon a new process far the 
canning of salmon. - 

What kind of man was he? As 
noted, -Vancouver authors Moriey 
and Nieol have dealt rather harshly 
with Stamp in their respecthre •«- 
forts. In his From MIBtoora te Me¬ 
tropolis, Moriey has referred to him 
as the "bcmbling. fuming Capt 
Stamp.” 

“Well-connected. hand-in-gjove 
with the Victoria political clique, 
captain probably by courtesy (sinsa \v 
he once bought a ship he was afraid 
to sail in) he had unfortunate inter¬ 
vals as a merchant in Victoria and a 
mill-owner on Afoemt Canal.. “ 

In all due respect to Mr. Moriey, 
the reference to Stamp's tide and 
accusation that he was afraid of the 
sea is a vile canard, Stamp having 
earned distinction far having saved 
his command, the troopship Emu. . 
from destruction in a savage gal# 
during the Crimean campaign. How¬ 
ever. in all due fairness, it should be 
mentioned that, once, when per¬ 
sonally commanding the tug Isabel. 
Stamp ran out of fuel and got lost in 
the Gulf Islands! 

Mr. Moriey appears to base his 
judgment of Stamp upon the ty¬ 
coon’s -having filed the "inlet’s first 
civil lawsuit" over the faulty ship¬ 
ment of an important piece of ma¬ 
chinery for his mill. He also noted 
Stamp’s having fought a mining 
company over its right to sink a test 
hole near False Creek; this, despite 
the fact that Ms lease covered 
timber only. 

Stamp also had protested the 
right to a timber lease near Brock¬ 
ton Point. This time, even Gov. Sey¬ 
mour was exasperated, writing: 
"Capt. Stamp has given us a great 
deal of trouble." 

In his more recent Vancouver, 

Eric Nicol also inclines to the opin¬ 
ion that Capt. Stamp was, to say the 
least, difficult. Both aathors, how¬ 
ever, credit his role as one of Van¬ 
couver’s founding fathers. 

Such views tends to make one 
wonder at Stamp's widely-touted re¬ 
spectability as businessman, the 
presentation, of a gold watch by his 
workers at Alberni, the ease with 
which he won election in Victoria 
and in Lillooet, and the public 
expressions of sadness at his death. 

What was the true measure of Capt. 
Edward Stamp? 

Perhaps, a century after, we 
should content ourselves with the 
tribute paid him upon the building of 
his three-storey office block in Vic¬ 
toria. Voiced the Crioafet at that 
time: "When so many here system¬ 
atically decry the country and en¬ 
deavor to shake the faith of capital¬ 
ists in its future it is gratifying to 
see men of colonial experience like 
Capt. Stamp thus silencing the voice 
of the country's calumniators.”

evening. The hay baler is the only 
piece of modem equipment on the 
farm. Run by an old 1937 tractor it 
was proven necessary to get the hay 
in during the short dry season in the 
summer. The eldest son, Glen, 18, 
who is working as a logger, was not 
home when we visited. 

Fawdry believes he is the only 
person on the Island making a living 
with horses, although there are sev¬ 
eral persons raising draft horses for 
parades, exhibitions and show, like 
the Jaydee Wright Clydesdales of 
Saanichton. In fact it was on 
Fawdry’s farm that Wright's twin 
Clydesdale foals were bom several 
years ago. The only non-working 
horse on the farm, a 12-year-old rid¬ 
ing mare named Sue was given to 
Jannis ^y their good friend Jaydee 
Wright nine years ago. 

Over the years Fawdry has had 
many pairs of work horses and they 
have been of various breeds. • Al¬ 
though he worked with Clydesdales 
for many years, he finds the Per- 
cherons more suitable for his re¬ 
quirements. His three horses are the 
only registered Percherons on the 
Island. They are June and Lad who 
originally came from EUensburg, 
Washington, and Smokey who was 
brought from the Victoria Tally-ho. 

Those of you who may remember 
June and Lad in the plowing compe¬ 
tition in Central Saanich where 
Fawdry first spotted them would be 
amazed at the remarkable improve¬ 
ment in their work performance 
now. Although they performed badly 
then and did not work well as a 
team, Fawdry sensed their true po¬ 
tential. 

When asked why in this age of 
advanced technology he is still using 
what most people consider an obso¬ 
lete work animal, Fawdry stated 
that he considered horses to be the 
most economical source of power. 

"We don’t keep horses, they keep 
us,” he said. 

"They are more versatile than 
machines, as they can work the 
farm today and the woods tomor¬ 
row, whereas if modem equipment 
is used, several machines would 
have to be employed to do the same 
work.” 

As his time is equally divided be¬ 
tween logging and farming, this 
would mean a large capital outlay 
for equipment.

The image created by 
today's agricultural in¬ 
dustry is one of huge 
farms of hundreds or even 
thousands of acres using 
nothing but the most up- 
to-date machinery. Large 
corporations are even tak¬ 
ing the place of individual 
owners in some instances, 
but we are left to wonder 
if this is really farming as 
'most of us remember it 
either from our childhood 
days or from stories of the 
good old days on the 
farm. 

Some of the youth of today have 
found a pioneering spirit and have 
in many instances decided to try 
their luck working small plots of 
land much as their grandparents 
might have done 50 or 60 years ago. 

There still remain a few who 
have kept to the old original meth¬ 
ods of farming and we have been 
fortunate enough to have made the 
acquaintance of one such family on 
Vancouver Island, the Fawdrys of 
Erringtan. 

"I wish I could turn the clock 
back about 50 years," said Stewart 
Fawdry, as we sat watching dusk 
settle over a peaceful farm scene. 

"Unfortunately turning the clock 
back is an impossible feat, but at 
least I think I come closer than 
many people to what I consider a 
more natural way of life,” continued 
Fawdry, as his wife Dorothy poured 
cream for our coffee from a fresh 
pail of warm milk only minutes 
from the cow. 

We had come to the Fawdry 
farm after learning that there was a 
person in the ErFington area, just

north of Parksville, who made his 
living logging and farming with 
draft horses, which in today’s me¬ 
chanized world one does not hear of 
too often. We were not disappointed 
when we drove in the yard and saw 
in a distant field three enormous 
grey Percheron horses. 

The Fawdry farm overlooks an 
incredibly beautiful meadow that 
turns into wooded foothills and is 
framed in the distance with the 
snow-capped mountains of Mt. 
Moriarty and Mt. Arrowsmith. A 
slow meandering creek wanders 


mud chinks between the logs were 
renewed over the years, many of the 
people put their names and dates in 
the wet substance for posterity. 
They are still legible today and thus 
remains an interesting and authen¬ 
tic record of the cabin’s use over the 
last 86 years. 

Stewart Fawdry has spent all of 
his life working with draft horses, 
the last 28 of which he has been en¬ 
gaged in farming. Bom in the Lynn 
Valley on the mainland, his first job 
was using horses for logging. Thir¬ 
teen years ago the Fawdry family

moved to the Errington district, 
working a 38-acre farm of 80 acres 
and six years ago he was able to re¬ 
alize his dream and their present 
farm became home. 

The three youngest Fawdry chil¬ 
dren, Don, 16, Jannnis 14, and 
Brian, 11, were all helping their fa- 


through the centre of the farm lend¬ 
ing a more idyllic picture to the 
view. 

Even the Fawdry house is unique 
in that the main structure is that of 
a lbg cabin built in 1886, the oldest 
house in Errington, built by Duncan 
McMillan, a pioneer resident. As the 


OLD WAYS SOMETIMES BEST 
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becoming more ecology minded 
have used Fawdry and his horses to 
good advantage. For 11 years he 
worked for Kirk Evergreens Ltd., a 
Christmas tree farm where horses 
were able to log out die large trees 
without damaging the small com¬ 
mercial trees. 

In 1965 B.C. Forest Products Ltd. 
heard about the team, and realized 
that they could be used on their 
timber holdings. At present Fawdry 
is thinning 'larcbvoods, mainly 
maples and alders, from the valu¬ 
able stands of Douglas fir. This 
work the horses are able to do with¬ 
out damaging the soil, something 
which the modem machines of man 
could not do because the tremendous 
weight compresses the soil halting 
future growth and leaving ugly 
scars for years. 

Because the site cf this thinning 
work is more than Five miles from 
his farm, the horses are trucked to 
the w'brk area to save time and 
energy. Usually nist one- horse is 
used for this work and that is June, 
who at 2.200 nounds is the largest of 
the three draft animals. 

Just over a year ago the Faw- 
drvs built a new log cabin on a dif¬ 
ferent part of their property. Howev¬ 
er, because of the great distance be¬ 
tween the new house and the horse 
bams and their genuine attachment 
to the old cabin, they have moved 
back to. their original house and are 
now renting the new cabin. 

The youngest children all enjoy 
life on their farm, which includes 
besides the draft horses and Jambs’ 
riding horse, chickens, a flock of 
geese, numerous guinea fowl, a milk 
cow and calves and miscellaneous 
dogs and cats. 

Besides the domestic animals, 
they are fortunate to be surrounded 
by various creatues of the wild. The 
night we were there a large buck 
gracefully jumped the meadow 
fence and proceeded to graze in the 
field of uncut hay. 

The creek that cuts through the 
middle of the property contains bull¬ 
frogs that give off their peculiar 
humming sound at night. In addition 
several mink also make this creek 


their home. Beaver also inhabit this 
area and early this "spring Stewart 
had to blow up a beaver dam at one 
end of this property that was unfor¬ 


tunately flooding his growing fields 
and preventing them from drying up 
for spring planting.

The sight of a magnificent pair 
of working greys is a show stopper 
at any time, but as the Fawdry 
farm is on Errington Road just a 
short distance from Englishman 
River Provincial Park, many 
tourists are treated to a sight most 
rare. When we were there he was 
mowin* a field of hay for a neighbor 
and our two children were treated to 
a bouncing ride on the mower seat 
as the team plodded steadily around 
the field. I’m sure not too many 
children of their generation will be 
able to recall a similar experience 
in the years to come. 

Of cc no horse farm is com¬ 
plete without a wagon or two and 
the Fawdry farm has seven wagons 
and buggy* in operating condition. 
When time permits, friends may be 
treated to an old-fashioned wagon 
ride. Stewart also believes he may 
have the largest selection of horse 
work harness on the Island, and 
upon glancing in his harness shed, 
one would certainly have to agree 
that it is an impressive collection. 

When we left the Fawdry family 
and headed down the Island High¬ 
way for home, the speed and con¬ 
gestion of the roadway fnade us re¬ 
alize that we had left an entirely dif¬ 
ferent world behind us and that in 
our great technological advance¬ 
ments in the last few years we have 
somehow managed to lose the tran¬ 
quility of a slower pace of life. ’ 

I believe somewhere in this anec¬ 
dote told us by Stewart Fawdry is a 
message for all of us. He was being 
chided by a neighbor for using 
horses to ptou£i his fields when the 
neighbor claimed his tractor could 
d^ it in a third of the time. The 
neighbor could not answer, however, 
when he was asked what he did with 
all the spare time he must have 
because of his ppeedy machine. Are 
w® really any' happier or further 
ahead by the use of all our time-sav¬ 
ing devices? TheFawdrys of Erring- 
ton don’t think so.

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There's a breed of men fast disappearing from the rugged British Columbia coast, 

' and it seems fitting that some of them should be remembered 
for the port they have played in opening up a new country. 

. 

Port Neville Diary 


By EDITH BENDICKSON 

These men came as loggers, 
fishermen, prospectors and, in the 
very early days as settlers attempt¬ 
ing to wrest a living frdm the land. 
In the latter case, high freight 
rates (although extremely low in 
comparison to today's' high costs) 
soon discouraged shipping sacks 
and crates af produce to Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Some of our pioneers, often colorful charac¬ 
ters. were given the oddest nick-names. After 
meeting them, or reading or hearing about them, 
the reason for the nick-name was usually quite 
obvious! 

Since my father, the late Hans Hansen, a pio¬ 
neer of Fbrt Neville, kept a diary. I have learned 
much about the early residents of the cpast. and 
some I have been privileged to meet It is sad 
that so many of our pioneers have died without a 
written record of their experiences, for with them 
has gone a wealth of history of the coast, as well 
as tales filled with adventure, pathos and often 
considerable humor. , 

My dad had an adventure-packed life and 
could probably qualify as a colorful character, 
himself. He went to sea when very young, leaving 
Norway on a sailing ship with his father. His fa¬ 
ther died in Australia, but Dad continued to work 
fin ships and had mam' adventures, ev en to being 
-shot at with bows and arrows by hostile natives 
in a seaport in South Africa. He was a “Cape 
Homer” and visited many countries that were far 
away then, but seem closer with the air travel of 
today. 

In 1877 he came to B.C. and. still a young lad 
in his teens, jumped with a companion into the 
waters of Semiamoo Bay (near White Rock* and 
swam ashore. Here they were befriended by a 
judge and shortly had jobsrvA the old Hastings 
Mill, where they worked for SI a day. 

Dad lost his ldh hand in an accident while 
hunting ducks at False Creek, shortly after his 
arrival in B.C. He said it was winter and the 
muzzle-loading gun he carried must have become 
choked with snow, for when he aimed and fired, 
the gun exploded, shattering his left hand. He 
made a tourniquet out of his handkerchief and 
trudged back through the snowy forest to Gas- 
town. Here the only doctor in town. Dr. Walkem. 
removed the hand at the wrist. Dad refused any 
kind of sedative (probably not much available at 
that time*, saying he wanted to sfe’ what was 
going on. 

Being a very independent man. Dad deter¬ 
mined to manage for himself and had a black¬ 
smith make ah iron piece that buckled to his 
arm. It had an opening at the end that fitted over 
an oar. enabling him to row a boat and earn his 
living. 

He did all sorts of jobs including working 
„George Black's store, hotel and livery stable at 
Gas town. He also helped with the post office, and 
when the first train came into Port Moody in 
1885, “Hans the Boatman” was there to meet it 
and row the mail over to Hasting s Mill 

A few years later. Dad sailed upcoast. ahd 
with his friend Nels H.jorth, with whom he had 
jumped ship in 1877, started a store at Bickley 
Bay. This venture did nqt last too long, and soon 
he was sailing further north. In 1891 he settled at 
Port.Neville, a beautiful inlet and much like his 
native Oslo Fjord. 

He bought crown grant land there, which is 
still In the family. He logged off some of the vir¬ 
gin timber from his property and built his home

as well as cabins for travellers going to and from 
Vancouver as well as other ports. Mostly these 
people travelled by the old Union Steamships 
boats, the earliest l»eing the Comox. He also 
planted an enormous orchard as well as other 
garden stuff. 

In 1895 Dad opened the first post office at 
Port Neville, in fact the only one for miles in any 
direction. My eldest sister. Karen, took over the 
post office in 1920 and had it until illness forced 
her to retire in 1956. Since then my eldest 
brother. Olaf. has had it with his wife as assis¬ 
tant. Other than the few years my parents lived ; 
in New Westminster, the post office has been in 
the Hansen family. 

A tribute is also due to the pioneer women 
who earned are putation for enduring hardships 
and working loyally along with their, men. 

Iii 1897 my Dad married a widow with a 
three-year-old son. This woman was from a city 
in Michigan, but appears to have fitted in well 
and was soon (bv diary reports* making bread, 
gardening and preserving. 

Just a year and a half after her arrival she 
died of he^rt trouble. Dad had taken her to Shoal 
Bay, where she stayed for a time with the doctor 
and his wife, but it seems nothing could be done 
for her. Some of Dad's friends rowed all the way 
to Shoal Bay alter she died, to get the death cer¬ 
tificate. 

Until he .returned to Norway in 1903 and 
married my mother. Dad cared for the little boy 
himself. 

Mom. too. was a city girl, i sewing and kin- 
. dergarten teacher, and what a drastic change to 
come to an iscHated spot like Port Neville! She. 
too, learned to bake bread, garden, and also 
cared for the- little boy. whom she taught to read 
and write and speak Norwegian, although none of 
her own five children became very proficient at 
it! She said the little boy. Willie, taught her En¬ 
glish and they learned much from each other. 

Mom made all our clothes, learned to re-sole 
and repair shoes, made sails for boats as well as 
housewifely chores like preserving gallons of 
fruits, vegetables, salting and curing and canning 
meats and fish. She had to "make do” with lots 
of substitutes, and at this she became adept. 

It W'as little wonder Mom worried over Dad. out 
beachcombing by himself, when one reads items 


from his diary such as the following: “Mar. 3. 
1904 N.E. wind storm and snow. I went to Blin- 
densop Bay after six logs. Tide and wind carried 
me by Port Neville and I lost them north of Milly 
Island, chains and all. I got into Coon Dog Bay at 
8 o’clock, full of water. Came home 11 p.m.” * 

Note: Btlndcnsop Bay was named originally 
for a member of Capt. Vancouver’* crew , during 
bis craise through Johnstone Strait, in 1792. The 
spelling lias become “Blinkensop" instead of 
Bienkeosop, over the years. Milly Island is at the 
mouth of Port Neville Inlet. 

There were always lots of visitors to our 
home, the post office and to our shore, w’hich was 
started by my sister Karen, shortly after she took 
over the post office. People called for their mail 
and freight brought in by the Union Steamships 
Comox. Coquitlam. Cassier. and. in later years, 
the Chelohsin. Venture and Cardena. Mom wel¬ 
comed everyone, and rarely did anyone leave 
without a meal or a cup of coffee and freshbaked 
bread and home-made jam. 

At Christmas-time our home was always 
filled with bachelors who lived at Port Neville or 
other near-by places. Being with a family meant 
a great deal to most Qf them, as I found out when 
Mom was ill and in hospital shortly before she 
died. I said to an old friend: "Port Neville doesn’t 
seem the same without Mom. He replied: “Port 
Neville IS your Mother.” 

Other than a few years in New Westminster 
when Dad was circulation manager for the old 
World newspaper, the rest of his life was lived at 
Port Neville. He had lost his eyesight completely 
by 1924. but for several years continued to troll 
for salmon on his old hoat Sea Flea, with my 
youngest brother. Arthur. 

He died at Port Neville in 1939. and was 
buried on his own beloved land. 

There is lots of interest in my Dad’s old 
diaries, which he started in January. 1895. Some 
entries are touching, as the following, after the 
death of a small girl at Port Neville, in May, 
1905. Dad helped to prepare her lor burial, dug 
the grave, and with her father, rowed to Alert 
Bay. some 35 miles distant, to get the death cer¬ 
tificate. Because of strong west winds to buck 
going north, it took three days to make the trip 
by rowboat. 

“May 6th, 1905. We all went over to Ander-

sen’s at 12 o'clock and buried little Signet Leon* 
ora Andersen, who died at 15 minutes to five on 
Tuesday morning. I read the funeral service as 
best I know how, in Norwegian.” 

Dad’s diaries contain the names of many 
well-known old-time coastal residents, and some 
still have relatives living in the area. A few of the „ 
names were: Eustace Smith, a good friend of 
Dad’s who was a timber cruiser; Otto Schoen, for 
whom Schoen Lake in the Nimpkish Valley is 
named; the Hallidays of Kingcome Inlet and the 
Indian agent for Alert Bay, William M. Halliday; 

Tom Burke and Frank Morey, who later pre¬ 
empted property in the Sayward Valley; Otto 
Sacht, who started the first Trading Post at Say- 
ward about 1902; Billy Waugh, who trapped and 
logged at Salmon River and other parts of Van¬ 
couver Island;.C. F. Higgens, T. and Sam Has- 
lam, the latter from up Kingcome way, are but a 
few mentioned. 

There were a few who settled at Port Neville 
and either logged or mined there, while es- 
tabishing their homes. Some of these early 
setters were: the Fyfe brothers, Havelock and 
Morton (Havelock married a nurse, who deliv¬ 
ered my brother, Arthur, in 1916, the only 
member of our family bom at Port Neville. 
Ebenlzer Doig, from Glasgow, Scotland, preempt¬ 
ed the place next to ours (up-inlet), but stayed 
mainly at our home because he got so lonely. 
Because he was a well-educated man, he was 
nick-named the ‘‘Professor." He was an avid 
reader and owned a number of the classics as 
well as other books. These he shared with his 
friends, which was greatly appreciated in those 
days when reading material was not too plentiful. 

I remember Mr. Doig very well, with his delight¬ 
ful Scottish accent. Since I was the youngest of 
the family, he took a special ’shine’ to me and 
always gave me a huge box of candy at Christ¬ 
mas, (to share with all the family, of course.) 

Then there was Dave Essen, who's son Ne¬ 
ville David was the first white child bom at Port 
Neville. Dave logged at a bay now known as Es¬ 
sen’s Bay. The younger David was a fisherman 
and fished for some years around Port Neville, 
mostly during the 1930s. 

Another family often mentioned in the diary 
and who settled at Port Neville were the Bur¬ 
chetts. Alexander S. Burchett arrived in 1991, the 
same year as Dad, and was followed by his 
parents, brothers, sisters, aieces and nephews 
from Arkansas. 

’’Uncle” Alex, as he was known to children, 
became justice of the peace shortly after his ar¬ 
rival. He lived there most of his life, although 
most of the others moved to the Fraser Valley or 
back to the States around 1915. 

Alex and his brother Frank were the only 
members of the family around in my time, at 
Port Neville. Both were noted for their sense of 
humor. 

Once “Uncle” Alex built himself a weird look¬ 
ing boat with a cabin made out of some old 
boards, which did nothing for the appearance of

The Colonist of 1880, 
when I saw this headline: 

"Senator George Brown 
Shot!" 

Brown was sitting in his 
office at The Toronto 
Globe, of which he was 
owner and editor when a 
man, by name of Bennett, 
walked in and fired a 
pistol, hitting Brown in 
the leg. 

Bennett was a disgruntled em¬ 
ployee of The Globe. 

Brown had not been too well, and 
the pistol- shot ended his life six 
weeks later. 

Yet. strangely, the whole episode 
seems underplayed in ou£ history 
It's one of those things that's not 
mentioned. 

George Brown was a power in his 
day, one of the leaders of Canadian 
confederation. 

(I cannot find out what happened 
to Bennett, so % ague is our history. • 

The’ Victoria Daily Standard paid ^ 
tribate to Brown: “He was a man of 
great force of character and busi¬ 
ness talent, a resolute, courageous 
and able advocate of the views and 
prmciples of his party, and he exert¬ 
ed a marked influence on the poli¬ 
tics of this Dominion. 

“Mr. Brown was only 62 — he 
was therefore but just pase the meri¬ 
dian of life, and might have sur¬ 
vived for many years had he es¬ 
caped the bullet of the assassin.'' 

The Colonist editorialized: “He 
was one of the foremost men in 
Canada, and he is no more—he was 
one of the earliest advocates of Con¬ 
federation. 

“It seems hard that a mac* whose 
sendees have always been at the 
disflesal of his country, and whose 
life was one of the most valuable in 
the Dominion should have met with 
an end so deplorable, at a time of 
life when most men who have 
‘-passed useful, busy lives seeks the 
yfepose to which their labors fairly 
entitle them.’’ 

His first biographer. Alex Mack¬ 
enzie. wrote in 18S-: “His name will 
: ever be associated with the federal 
union of the British provinces oi 
North America. 

“Mr. Brown and The Globe did 
much to cultivate a national feeling, 
national in the broadest sense of the 
term, embracing Great Britain and 
all her colonies. 

“He was. however, a true cosmo¬ 
politan in that he was a w arm. friend 
of the United States, Britain's child 
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bat also commercial rival, and of all 
other countries where the arm of the 
oppressor was broken. 

“During the existence of the 
slave power in the United States 
there was no more outspoken friend 
of the poor slave than George 
Brown; no more eloquent defender 
of the fugitive than he when the 
slave-driver.; dared to pursue his 
human chattel into Canada. 

“True to his Scottish instincts, he 
w as a strong friend of the Sabbath 
observance. 

The cause of temperance, apd 
dvery moral reform, found in Mr. 
Brown a warm friend and coura¬ 
geous advocate." 

There it is — we have had more 
than one assassination in Canada, 
whether or not we choose to admit 
it. 

Are there any. more than two? 

Going through The Colonist of 
1880 T found a fascinating account of 
a House of Commons sitting in 
which our old friend. Amor de 
Cosmos, created quite a time. 

In those days of Victoria city was 
a two-seat riding, and its members 
of the House of Commons were the 
Prime Minister, Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald. and de Cosmos. 

I have long suspected they were 
hardly on speaking terms. 

This account in The Colonist 
strengthens my belief: 

“Rare scene in the. Commons — 
a division was called on the Prime 
Minister's resolution for adjourn¬ 
ment. *

. “Sir John A. Macdonald threw 
himself back in his chair, gave his 
head two or three of those peculiar 
jerks so characteristic of him when 
excited, and shouted at the height 
of his voice 'lost, lost.’ 

“Mr. Mackenzie rose, and as 
soon as the turbulent element had 
been somewhat quieted, demanded 
of the Premier his reasons for ob* 
jecting to an adjournment. 

“Sir John replied that he wished 
the railroad debate closed at that 
sitting. 

“The intponsibility of granting the 
request was pointed out by Mr. 
f Mackenzie, and considerable mis¬ 
firing took place between the two 
leaders, but no satisfactory decision 
was reached. Mackenzie had been 
Prime, Minister, between Mac¬ 
donalds two terms, and was Liberal 
chieftain, i 

“At this juncture the cosmpolitan 
member for Victoria. Amor de 
Cosmofc, arose from his seat, a few 
tiers behind the Premier, and with 
silk hat in one hand, and eye-glasses 
in the other — the latter he used as 
if emphasizing his utterances — he 
contributed his influence in support 
of the Opposition request. 

“Sir John still refused to yield. 

“At the persistent thwarting of 
his wishes by a nominal follower. 
Sir John became much excited. 

“His face was suffused with pas¬ 
sion, and turning half round in his 


chair, he angrily shouted to his col¬ 
league from Victoria—and Mr. de 
Cosmos, too. began to lose a little of 
the placidity of his temper, and he 
was loudly cheered by the opposi¬ 
tionists. 

“Mr. Barnard from British Co¬ 
lumbia. and several others ran over 
to de Cosmos' seat, and tried to 
persuade him not to speak. 

r ‘There is considerable of the 
•pure cussedness’ in Mr. de Cosmos' 
composition, and a great deal of an¬ 
tipathy to party dictation. 

“Sir John said something defiant 
to his colleague, but the uproar 
drowned-out his words. 

“The excitement was infectious 
— Mr. de Cosmos guessed he had as 
much endurance as the leader of the 
government — and if the latter 
could stand an all-night sitting he 
w-as certain he could. 

“At this expression of defiance 
the opposition loudly cheered, and 
their cheers became general as de 
Cosmos reached for his notes. Peals 
of laughter echoed through the 
chamber and he drew voluminous 
piles of paper from his desk and 
spread them before him. 

“He took his watch from his 
pocket, and began to time his com¬ 
mencing. 

“Shouts of ‘wind it up’ and re¬ 
newed peals of laughter and cheers 
greeted this episode. 

“In the minds of all present, the 
story of his famous all-night speech 
in the British Columbia legislature 
became vivid and feared.

“After a few preliminary ar¬ 
rangements of notes, the speech 
commenced. 

“It was a general attack on both 
the policy of the government and the 
opposition. 

“As soon as the opening remarks 
fell upon the ears of the House, the 
Premier left the chamber, and 
sought a congenial atmosphere else¬ 
where. 

“Many hon. members went to the 
basement smoking room, while 
otliers. remaining in the chamber, 
disposed of themselves, pretty much 
as they pleased. 

“Several hummed operatic airs; 
others chanted the refrain of the 
Marsellaise, or indulged in a paper 
rattle, or w-ent to sleep; a few pa- 
' tronisingly listened to the orator, 
; while that imp of mischief, Mr. 
Landry, made matters lively gener¬ 
ally. 

“He had rolled a fur cape into a 
bundle, and fastened it to a long 
string. With this missile he dis¬ 
turbed all the sleeping members, 
and plagued those who were wide 
awake. 

“In the galleries only two or 
three drowsy lookers-on were" visi¬ 
ble. 

“One o’clock came, and still the 
Premier's colleague from Victoria 
city was speaking. 

“Two o’clock i n the morning 


came, and still the voice of the ‘Na¬ 
tion Mkker was heard above the 
snores of the sleeping represent¬ 
atives of the people. 

“At a quarter to three he was 
still bravely talking, and with, ap¬ 
parently. only a small inroad made 
into his pile of papers. 

“However at this juncture, Sir 
John entered the chamber and whis¬ 
pered to the Hon. James Macdonald. 
The latter passed the word to Mr. 
de Cosmos, who then ceased speak¬ 
ing and moved adjournment.” 

Prime Minister Sir John never 
came to British Columbia during the 
lour years he was Victoria MP. 

British Columbia’s other MPs 
were always urging him to do so, 
but could never pin him down. 

Typical is the following note in 
The Colonist from Ottawa; “Mr. Ar¬ 
thur Bunster. member of the Com¬ 
mons for Nanaimo, wanted Sir John 
to state w hether or not be intends to 
visit British Columbia in the near 
future. 

“Sir- John replied evasively that 
the matter is receiving his earliest 
consideration. 

“Mr. Bunster declined to accept 
this answer, but, as he could get no 
other, he sat down in silence, saying 
he would ask again.’’ 

Macdonald finally got around to 
his British Columbia visit in 1886, 
when he officially opened Robert 
Dunsmuir's Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railway. 

In my 1880 reading I came across 
a somewhat mysterious account of 
the prorogation of our legislature. 

Perhaps you might help figure 
out what it means, as it appeared in 
The Colonist: 

” 'Not a cheer was heard, not a 
funeral note.' 

“Sixty empty, hired chairs were 
toted across the Bay. and arranged 
in tasteful and enticing positions on 
the floor of the legislative hall to ac¬ 
commodate the crowd of ladies sup¬ 
posed to be dying to listen to the last 
dying speech and confession of the 
legislature previous to being turned 
off into the uncertain realism of 
prorogation. 

“It being leap year. 20 honorable 
and clean-shaven candidates for 
matrimony, marshalled by the 
Adonis of the House (who was he?) 
and all looking remarkably spruce, 
were early in their seats in becom¬ 
ing attitudes, awaiting the fair ens¬ 
lavers. anxious to be enslaved. 

“The Speaker was early in his 
chair, and shortly before 2 o’clock 
the ministry, in white chockers, 
clawhammer coats and patent 
pumps, stole (no double entendre 
intended! across the floor and took 
their seats on the treasury* benches. 

“Two o'clock struck, and no lady 
had made her appearance. 

“Where w*as the expected galaxy 
of beauty to people the 60 hired 
chairs, where the flashing eyes, the^ 
ruby lips, the beaming glances, the 
duck of bonnets, the — the — be¬ 
witching forms? 

“Alas! They came not. 

“The chairs remained unoc¬ 
cupied. 

“For once the fair sex had resist-

The Gold Fields of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Ltd., with 
head offices in London, 
England, operatedTseveral 
gold mines in B.C. in the 
1890s. They had a regis¬ 
tered capital of $3,000,- 
000 and the directors in¬ 
cluded such notables as 
the Earl of Essex and the 
Earl of Huntington. 

Revel stoke was the B.C. head of¬ 
fice of the Gold Fields Ltd., and 
Shoal Bay, Thurlow Island, was the 
central location of numerous of their 
mines in that vicinity, such as the 
Dorotha Morton and Alexandra in 
Phillips Arm. The Yaclaw and Pud¬ 
dle Dog' <lfc98) on Ctianne Island and 
Douglas Pine in Shoal Bay in 1898. 

Altogether there were more than 
200 mine claims in the Thurlow Dis¬ 
trict, about 200 miles north of Vic¬ 
toria. up the B.C. coast. 

The provincial minister of mines, 
on his visit to Shoal Bay in March 
1896, reported in part : 

"Shoal Bay is the only at¬ 
tempt at a town in the district, 
and consists of a moderate ac¬ 
commodation, and a few houses, 
and is the centre of supply for 
the mining, and lumber camps 
for a few miles around. The 
hotels were full to over-flowing 
at the time of my visit, and I 
would have been at a loss to find 
accommodation, but for the 
kindness of Mr. E. Pooke, agent 
for the Gold Fields of B.C., who 
kindly placed at my disposal an 
'unoccupied furnished house 
belonging to his company.”

The Douglas Pine Mine was on 
the mountainside behind Shoal Bay. 
Pack mules were used to bring the 
ore down to the water’s edge. The 
mine camp at the entrance consisted 
of two log bunk houses, a cook house 
and blacksmith shop. 

The ore was shipped to the 
smelters at Vanada, Texada Island 
and Everett, Washington. The 
Dorotha Morton Mine had a Cyanide 
plant in Phillips Arm for processing 
the ore. «. 

Prior to the opening of the gold 
mines, Thurlow Island was a centre 
for handlogging and logging by oxen 
teams. 

Many of the old cedar skid roads 
laid down about 90 years ago are 
still in evidence at Shoal Bay. It was 
on July 26, 1888, that the Ss. Beaver 
embarked from Vancouver laden 
with supplies for logging camps on 
Thurlow Island, and sunk off Brock¬ 
ton Point. 

About the turn of the ocntury the 
Union Steam Ship Company started 


a regular passenger and freight ser¬ 
vice to the logging camps of the 
B.C. Coast. The Oomox and Cas&iar 
were popular steamers that made 
Shoal Bay one of their ports of call. 
The Ss. Comox was an all-steel 
200-passenger ship, launched at Coal 
Harbor, Vancouver, m 1892. The Ss. 
Cassiar, a wooden hull ship, was 
. launched in Vancouver in 1901. 

On dense foggy nights these 
steamers found difficulty in finding 
their way into the several coastal 
stopping places. Whistles were 
blown at regular intervals and the 
distance from shore gauged by the 
echos. 

At Shoal Bay, boom chains were 
clanked at the end of the floating 
wharf. This clanking of the cabins 
was to guide the ships through the 
fog to their tie-ig> location. 

In 1913 a government pile wharf 
was constructed at Shoal Bay, also a 
one-room school was built. A gov¬ 
ernment trail was made through to 
Bickley Bay, over which pupils from

there walked through to school at 
Shoal Bay. ^ 

At the start of the first World 
War a telephone line came to Steal 
Bay. This connected with Rock Bay 
also the for estr y station at Thorton 

s*y- 

important war bulletins would be 
relayed by phone from the Govern¬ 
ment Telegraph office at Rock Bay, 
such as: Lord Kitchener drowned 
in North Sea.” Otherwise news 
would come by the mail boats once 
or twice a week. 

In the summer-time in the early 
1900s the Dunsmuir yacht and 
Roger's (Sugar Refinery) yacht 
would be welcome visitors to the 
vicinity, anchored off PhiSps Arm 
for the fishing season. 

There is little activity at Steal 
Bay today, the original hotels and 
stores having disappeared. 

Fishing boats travelling north 
and south stop over there to waft for 
the tide before entering the Green 
Point or Euclataw Rapids. 

Phillips Arm is still a popular 
resort for sports fiahermen. The 
writer remembers Phillips Arm 60 
years ago when Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Buker had a small cattle ranch at 
the north side of Phillips Arm. Pic¬ 
nickers had to beware of the bull 
grazing at large. Across the arm at 
the Phillips River mouth was an In¬ 
dian reservation. 

I have seen dozens of salmon 
roes hanging up tp dry in Tines in 
the sun there outside the chief's 
dwelling Salmon roe was a native 
delicacy. 

There was also an Indian ran- 
cheiee at Shoal Bay where canoe 
travelling si washes would stop over 
for a night and have a clam bake. 

The Thurlow Islands were named 
by Captain Vancouver after Lord 
Tlftirtbw, one of England’s most cel¬ 
ebrated Lord Chancellors, who held 
office for 13 years.

Klondike, The National Dream and The Last Spike 
are only chapters in the larger story of the opening of 

western Canada, according to their author, Pierre Berton.

In the Tevised edition of KLON¬ 
DIKE, published by McClelland and 
Stewart, Aug. 17 (the anniver¬ 
sary erf the discovery of Klondike 
gold) Berton explains that his two 
railway books and his single volume 
history of the gold rush are party of 
“the overall epic of the opening of 
the Northwest." Also just off Mc¬ 
Clelland Stewart presses is Berton's 
new picture book The Great Rail¬ 
way Illustrated. 

“Between Confederation and the 
First World War, an empty subconti¬ 
nent, stretching from the Great 
Lakes to the Alaskan border, was 
transformed into a populous domain, 
carved into sophisticated political 
units, intersected by road, rail, and 
wire* surveyed, mapped, settled, 
fenced, cultivated and mined," he 
writes in a special note. “Thus was 
created the Canada we know today 
— a transcontinental nation that was 
only dimly glimpsed by a handful of 
the men who sat down together in 
Charlottetown in 1864." 

Clearly, Berton intends that other 
books will follow to continue the 
story Which The Great Railway vol¬ 
umes begin and Klondike takes up. 
When he wrote Klondike, in 1957, he 
says, he did not grasp the full di¬ 
mensions of the larger epic. 

Now with the railway books com¬ 
pleted, a new and expanded edition 
of the gold rush book has been pro¬ 
duced in the same format. The au¬ 
thor has already done considerable 
research into the opening of the 
prairies following the Klondike rush 
but he says he doesn’t know whether 
it will result in "one book or 20 — or 
when." 

In his preface to the new edition 
of Klondike the’ author jvrites that 
“the Kondike story . . . forms a 
gaudy interlude between the two 
epic tales of post-Confederation 
western development — the building 
of the railway and the mass settle¬ 
ment of the plains.”" He adds that, 
because the great stampede strad¬ 
dled the international border "it pro¬ 
vides a unique opportunity to com¬ 
pare the mores and customs of two 
neighboring nationalities." 

Berton then goes on to explore 
the difference in both frontier myth¬ 
ology and national temperament of 
Americans and Canadians as re¬ 


vealed by the Kondike experience 
and other epics of Canadian history. 

The new edition of Klondike con¬ 
tains close to 20,000 additional 
words, 17 new maps, a cast of char¬ 
acters. a chrtmology and complete 
annotated source notes. 

A treasure trove of hitherto un¬ 
published photographs recalling 
Canada's railroad construction era 
will see the light of day as the result 
of the researches of Pierre Berton. 

Bert on's new picture book The 
Great Railway Illustrated, covers 
the same period as his successful 
best sellers The National Dream and 
The Last Spike — but this time 
there are pictures as well as words. 

Berton himself has abridged the 
original text for easy reading and il¬ 
lustrated it with 275' rare pho¬ 
tographs, political cartoons, contem¬ 
porary engravings and pencil 
sketches, maps and facsimiles of 
original documents. 

The search for graphic material 
to tell the story of Canada’s begin¬ 
nings took Berton from Montreal to 
Victoria, British Columbia. Many of 
the photographs come from private 
collections and have* never before 
been seen publicly. 

One especially useful collection 
was the photographic albums re¬ 
cently donated to the British Colum¬ 
bia Archives by Gladys Onderdonk 
Weeks. Mrs. Weeks is die daughter 
of Andrew Onderdonk, the contrac¬ 
tor who employed 8,000 Chinese to 
build the CPR through the Fraser 
canyon of B.C. 

The book was designed by Frank 
Newfeld, who holds more interna¬ 
tional awards than any other Cana¬ 
dian book designer. 

“Newfeld is a miracle man," 
Berton declares. “I wanted a book • 
in which every single picture was 
married to the text — so that you 
don't have to turn pages to find 
the appropriate illustrations. New¬ 
feld has managed it so that pictures 
of the construction and cartoons 
about the political finagling always 
appear on the same page as the 
words that describe the incident." 

The photographs include view’s of 
the Chinese at work on the grade in 
British Columbia, surveyors in the 
Rogers Pass in the Selkirk Moun¬ 
tains, Indian encampments on the 
plains, work trains moving across 
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Ho for the Klondike!

the prairies during the construction 
period in 1882, tunnels being blasted 
on the north shore of Lake Superior, 
and bridges being flung across can¬ 
yons and valleys. 

"We were able to find a good 
photograph of every major charac¬ 
ter in both my books," Berton says, 
"and we’ve actually got four pho¬ 


tographs showing the driving of the 
last spike." 

One intriguing aspect of the book 
is the use of political cartoons from 
the 1870s and 1880s depicting the 
various struggles of the pro and an¬ 
ti-railroad forces and giving a pic¬ 
ture of the kind of Canada our fore¬ 
fathers inhabited.

Love and Understanding

In Lark Des Neiges author Donald Sutherland has 
written an emotionally engrossing account of the inner 
feelings of a young French-Caadian woman tortured by 
her past and afraid of her future. 


Unfortunately his story is marred 
by his technique and his symbolism. 
Sutherland's use of both French and 
English, with phrases of one lan- 
gauge followed by phrases of the 
other repeating the same idea, is 
both awkward and tedious, and adds 
little to the story. 

The French is mere tokenism, 
too; a few words or sentences of 
high school francais and joual sand¬ 
wiched between paragraphs of En¬ 
glish. 

His heroine, Suzanne McDonald, 
child of a sour Scottish father and 
shrewd French-Cana<Jian mother, is 
more interesting as a human being 
in conflict than as a symbol of'the 
sufferings of Quebec. 

Typical of such forced imagery is 
the title of the book itself. Lark Des 
Neiges, which is what one of Su¬ 
zanne's lovers, an American, calls 
her. The significance of this phrase 
is never adequately explained. 

But despite these stylistic faults, 
the book is an important work in Ca¬ 
nadian literature, I feel, because in 


Suzanne Sutherland has created a 
complex and fascinating character, 
a woman who lives outside the 
pages of his book. 

The story begins as Suzanne 
starts the day in her flat, a day she 
is spending by herself while her hus¬ 
band Georges and the children are 
out visiting so she can get some 
peace and quiet. 

On the verge of a nervous break¬ 
down, she talks aloud to her cqt, 
Minnie, recalling past episodes in 
her short but turbulent life. 

She remembers the conflicts be¬ 
tween her father and mother, the 
clashes between English and French 
in her neighborhood, her sexual ex¬ 
ploitation by the English boys when 
she was an inexperienced and con¬ 
fused teen-ager, her feelings of infe¬ 
riority. 

Overwhelmed by the conflicts 
within her society and within her¬ 
self, she is struggling for her sanity 
and for her survival. She turns over 
her past in her mind, examining 
each event from different angles,

trying to find out what happened to 
her and why. 

By the end of the novel she has 
managed to find some hope through 
belief in the power d love to heal 
the wounds of prejudice and she is 
able to stop worrying about the mis¬ 
takes of the past and have faith in 
the future. 

Talking about her husband, a 
struggling teacher, she says: “They 
should promote him to the top. 
that’s what they should do. He’d put 
a little love into the system. He’d 
get rid of all the hate and teach the 
kids to love. He wouldn’t let people 
put stupid prejudices and twisted 
ideas into kids’ heads. 

"It’s really the kids we ought to 
be thinking about now. The future. 
There’s no use worrying about the 
past any more. What** past is past, 
and to hell with it. And I think the 
kids today are smarter than we 
were. They’re not going to let the 
adults mix them up and poison their 
minds the way it happened to us. 
They know that a person is a per¬ 
son.” 

Suzanne has learned to come to 
terms with herself and her past, 
and, Sutherland suggests, perhaps 
with the same kind of love and 
understanding, her society can too. 


Landscaping with Trees 


The most Important elements in any landscaping plan 
are the number, type and placement of trees. And, unlike 
the major components of interior design, they are diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, to rearrange. In Trees, the IOth 
volume of the Time-Life Encyclopedia of Gardening, hor¬ 
ticulturist and landscape planner James Underwood 
Crockett guides the home gardener in the selection and 
placement of deciduous trees best suited to his purpose 
and to his climate, location and soil conditions. 


Before buying a tree. Mr. Crock¬ 
ett advises the gardener to consider 
three basic factors: whether the tree 
will survive the winter cold and 
summer heat of the area, its degree 
of susceptibility to insect attack and 
disease, and the amount of litter 
that can be expected from fruit, 
seed pods or broken branches. 

After you have made a tentative 
decision, the author recommends 
that you find a healthy example 
planted nearby and note the condi¬ 
tions under which it is growing. 

A common mistake made in 
choosing trees, Mr. Crockett says, is 
selecting species that grow too big 
for their setting. The error is com¬ 
pounded by planting trees too close 
together or too close to a house, 
driveway or street. A tall-growing 
specimen, the author cautions, “can 
reach a size out of all proportion to 
a suburban lot, and because they 
grow broader in the open garden 
than in the forest, they can soon 
encroach on patios and windows, 
sidewalks and roads." 

The author suggests planting 
trees of large-growing species at 
least 40 to 60 feet apart—even if 
they look insignificant at first. If set 
closer, “within a few years,” he 
points out, “they begin to compete 
with one another, then to crowd one 


another and form a solid mass of 
foliage during the summer. At this 
point, half the stand of trees might 
have to be removed.” 

Dozens of trees are photographed 
in full color to help the tree buyer 
visualize what his sapling will look 
like at maturity, and to pinpoint the 
special attractions of various trees: 
flowers and berries, leaf shape, au¬ 
tumn color or unusual bark texture. 

Once the landscaper has decided 
on a tree, Mr. Crockett details what 
he should lode tor at the nursery, 
when and how to plant, staking and 
wrapping. He explains the in¬ 
tricacies of pruning, watering, feed¬ 
ing, as well as chemical and biologi¬ 
cal controls for insect pests and dis¬ 
eases. 

The encyclopedia section contains 
descriptions of the characteristics, 
uses and requirements of 75 genera 
of deciduous trees best suited to 
home landscape use, phis informa¬ 
tion about the different species of 
those trees. There are more than 130 
wateredor illustrations of trees, 
each also showing leaf shape, and 
where notable, flowers and fruits. 

Each entry describes growth 
rate, ultimate height and spread, 
soil, water, and light requirements, 
geographic areas in whioh it thrives 
and any outstanding characteristics. 

For quick reference the appendix

contains a chart of the specifics for 
188 species. Also in the appendix is a 
map. to use in conjunction with the 
encyclopedia, dividing thf United

areas based cm temperature, rain¬ 
fall, altitude and soil, each keyed by 
letters. A guide to pests and dis¬ 
eases and the methods of control for 
each is also included. 

A previous volume, Evergreen, 
describes the conifers and other non- 
dec iduous trees. Other titles in the 
series include Flowering Shrub*. 
Lawns and Ground Covers, Amraals, 
Perennials, and Landscape Garden¬ 
ing 

James Underwood Crockett, him¬ 
self a noted horticulturist and land¬ 
scape consultant, has had the assis¬ 
tance of Dr. Donald Wyman, Horti¬ 
culturist Emeritus of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity’s Arnold Arboretum, William 
Flemer ID, Princeton Niweries, 
members of the staff of the Brook¬ 
lyn Botanic Garden, and others in 
preparing Trees.

I’m referring to the Native Sons 
Hall which has been referred to as 
“the largest log cabin in the world/' 
At any rate it is of unusual construc¬ 
tion, and the timber used is suf¬ 
ficient to construct a small village. 
Built more than 40 years ago it has 
played an important part in the so¬ 
cial history of the Comox Valley. 

The Historical Society has 
operated a small museum adjacent 
to the Tourist Bureau for some 
years but this is bursting at the 
seams. A determined drive to raise 
funds for a bigger and better muse¬ 
um launched in Centennial year, fell 
far short of the required amount. 

Then the local branch of the Na¬ 
tive Sons of Canada came to the res¬ 
cue and made an attractive offer of 
collaboration which would permit 
the upper hall of the fine old log 
building to be used for a museum, to 
be run by a joint committee picked 
from both organizations. 

The hall is in the process of being 
adapted at the present time and a 
fine museum big enough for all the 
artifacts in the custody of the Hid- 
torical Society will result. It is in a 
fortuitous position, less than two 
blocks from the Civil Centre, with 
plenty of available parking space. 

If you are retired and looking for

Villagers Hear, See, Say Nothing 


Clear as Black Mud 


By PETER SHAW 

CHERNAYA GRYAZ (Black Mud), 
U.S.S.R. (IJPI) — Somewhere In the misty 
environs of this village is the wreckage of 
what may be the worst civil airline disaster 
In history. 

Six Western newsmen tried, and failed, to 
find it Saturday night. At least two villagers, 
both women, said they had heard nbthing, 
seen nothing. There was no reason to disbe¬ 
lieve them. 

A hospital administrator also said the 
crash was news to her. She checked two 
nearby hospitals. The reply was the same. 

The farmland and pine forests in this 
patch of Mother Russia oan stretch to in¬ 
finity. There are some low. rolling hills. Tiny 
villages, like this one known as “black 
earth.” have about a dozen houses and are 
scattered miles apart. 

It is possible, if hard to believe, that a 
jetliner could crash around here on a murky 
night and not attract widespread attention. 

Only Soviet officials know exactly where 
the wreckage lies. They are not talking. 


The village of Chernaya Gryaz is off to 
the left of the main Moscow-Leningrad high¬ 
way, about seven miles northwest of Shere¬ 
metyevo airport. «^ 

A white on blue sign announces the start 
of the village territory. You know you’re 
through it when the next white on blue sign 
bears another village name. 

Six foreign newsmen covered this stretch 
of highway just as night closed in. They saw 
no policemen, no unusual crowds or activity, 
nothing to indicate a nearby scene of trage¬ 
dy. 

Some spotlights several hundred yards to 
the right prompted the observers to veer onto 
a narrow side road. The floodlights brightly 
illuminated harvesters on a small collective 

farm. 

Three men were spotted on the road and 
asked about the crash. 

“We know nothing,” said one, obviously 
an official. He walked to the front of the cor¬ 
respondent’s car, where he saw the license 
plates, identifying foreigners. 

“Turn around,” he barked. “You are not 
allowed on this road.”

A company spokesman in 
London said the ships in¬ 
volved belonged to Cunard- 
Brocklebank, the company’s 
freight-handling group.

The crash of a Soviet jet¬ 
liner near Moscow with the 
loss of 172 lives would, if the 
deal#* toll is confirmed, be the 
worst disaster in civil aviation 
history. 

The worst previous air ac¬ 
cident occurred on July 30, 
1971, when a Japanese jet 
fighter and an All Nippon air¬ 
ways 727 jet collided near 
Morioka in the Japanese Alps, 
killing 162 persons. 

The worst previous single 
plane accident occurred on 
Aug. 14, 1972, when an East 
German Soviet-built Ilyushin 
jetliner crashed and exploded 
in a suburb of Fast Berlin, 
killing 156 persons. 

Other major air disasters: 

• A VLasa DC-9 crashed 
in Maracailto. Venezuela 
March 16, 1969. killing 155 
persons - 84 in the plane and 
71 on the ground. 

• A TWA Superconstella- 
tion and a United AirlirHs 
DC-3 collided over New York 
city Dec. 16, 1960, killing 134 
persons. 

• An All Nippon airways 
707 crashed in Tokyo Bay 
Feb. 4, 1966, killing 133 per¬ 
sons.

it was learned Saturday. 

An official at Moscow’s 
Sheremetyevo airport said he 
thought the four-engined Ilyu- 
shin-62 airliner was carrying 
162 passengers and 10 crew 
when it plunged through 
heavy rain and crashed near 
busy Leningrad highway. 

- The worst previous air ac¬ 
cident was the crash of a Jap¬ 
anese airliner last year which 
took the lives of 162 persons. 

Tass news agency said a 
government commission had 
been appointed to investigate 
the crash. 

There were »38 Chileans 
aboard and at least one Brit¬ 
ish subject. A report that 50 
Frenchmen were aboard 
could not be confirmed. The 
French embassy in Moscow 
said it believed only one 
Frenchman was aboard. 

Well-informed Soviet 
sources said there were a 
number of foreign tourists 
aboard the plane and that it 
was a charter flight. 

The Hyushin-62 can carry 
180 passengers. 

The Soviet Union rarely an¬ 
nounces disaster such as air 
crashes. Reports that reached 
western airline represent¬ 
atives by word of mouth said 
that many people witnessed 
the explosive crash about 
seven miles from the airport.

$2,600,000. The B.C. parks

Next there was a tour of 
Long Beach en route to Uclue¬ 
let, where the evening held 
coctails, a Japanese smorgas¬ 
bord and a community dance 
in Ucluelet recreation hall. 

The three chambers of com¬ 
merce have all had a hand in 
promoting a hard surface, 
scenic route linking the park 
area.

An opposition slate is going 
after the top jobs in the influ¬ 
ential Duncan local of the In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of 
America. 

Those involved have la¬ 
belled their group “rank-and- 
file” and say they are oppos¬ 
ing officers who haven’t been 
doing a proper job for the 
4,300 members of the local. ' 

Bob McPhee, an IWA plant 
committee chairman at the 
Youbou mill of B.C. Forest 
Products; has been named by 
the group as its choice to seek 
the local’s presidency. Nomin¬ 
ations are due Oct. 28 and 
results on the voting are ex¬ 
pected sometime in No¬ 
vember. 

The local is headed now by 
Weldon Jubenville, one of the 
most prominent figures in the 


western Canada region of the 
IWA. 

• But McPhee, described by 
one experienced IWA officer 
as a “very good plant com¬ 
mittee chairman” (He has 
more tharj 500 members to 
worry about) isn’t likely to 
find he is up against Juben¬ 
ville. 

"Jubie" was nominated ear¬ 
lier this month to run for the 
office of western Canada re- 
and it is understood he won’t 
try to hang onto his local pre¬ 
sidency as a result. 

This would leave popular 
Duncan first vice-president 
Fernie Viala as the logical 
choice of the officers for the 
top jobl ' 

Sources say Viala has 
been “pretty well running 
the local anyway” because of 
the time Jubenville has had to 
spend in Vancouver in conec- 


tion with coast region negotia¬ 
tions. 

There was some ill feeling 
within the local early in the 
summer as a result of the un¬ 
sanctioned strike throughout 
the coast area of dissident 
fallers seeking a standard 
pricing formula. 

Jubenville, a former faller 
himself, spoke out against the 
leaders of this group and re¬ 
fused to meet with them be¬ 
cause they were operating 
“outside the structure of the 
IWA." 

He backed the majority 
stand of the coast negotiating 
committee that brought the 
fallers something the dis¬ 


sidents said they didn’t want 
— a day rate to replace piece¬ 
work rates. 

One of those who opposed 
him at the time was faller 
Walter Erickson of Lake Cow¬ 
ichan. The 52-vear-old Erick¬ 
son now appears on the Dun¬ 
can local’s opposition slate as 
the choice for first vice- 
president. but he says the cur¬ 
rent move really has nothing 
to do with the fallers’ dispute. 

He points out that he is the 
only faller on the slate and 
calls it a “cross section of the 
rank-and-file.” 

Erickson says there “just 
seems to be general dissatis¬ 
faction” with the present of¬ 


ficers. “It seems like they 
just don’t give a damn any¬ 
more,” he said. 

In addition to McPhee and 
Erickson, there are Bill McNi- 
chol, after the job of second 
vice-president; Jim Weir, 
seeking the third vice- 
president’s post: Lloyd Smith, 
out to become recording sec¬ 
retary, and Carl Lundstrom, 
who is the choice to run as 
warden. 

McNichol is a truck driver 
at Copper Canyon, Weir a 
yarding engineer at Port Ren¬ 
frew. Smith a worker at 
Ladysmith Forest Products, 
and Lundstrom a millworker 
at Honeymoon Bay.

Health Minister Dennis Cocke has given an “ex¬ 
cellent reception” to proposals from the Capital Region’s 
hospital board for additions to general hospitals in the 
Greater Victoria area including Gulf Islands. 

The description of the minister’s reaction came 
from Mayor Arthur Young of Esquimalt, deputy chair¬ 
man of regional hospital beard, who with other mem¬ 
bers of the board met Cocke Thursday afternoon. 

The regional board is asking the provincial govern¬ 
ment for permission to borrow money for an open 
heart surgical unit at Royal Jubilee Hospital, expansion 
of the intensive care unit at Victoria General and phy¬ 


siotherapy and kitchen additions at Lady-Minto Hos¬ 
pital, Salt Spring Island. 

The value of all projects is estimated at $215,000 
beyond limits set in a referendum approved by regional 
ratepayers in 1968. . 1 

However, said Young, the minister asked for speci¬ 
fic cost figures before he would approve the expenditure. 

Regional representatives also said the minister had 
no objection to a regional referendum that is expected 
to be held next March. 

Cocke said two weeks ago, however, that Greater 
Victoria’s long-range hospital plans would first have 
to be scrutinized by a consulting group headed by Dr. 
Richard Foulkes of New Westminster.

He explained that the activi¬ 
ty centre at Lake Cowichan 
started through mental health 
and Mrs. Robertson pointed 
out “it is preventative medi¬ 
cine.” In her brief activity 
centre chairman Barbara 
Neild noted "this centre 
would essentially be focussing 
on pro\ iding programs for 
people of all ages from all 
segments of the community.

Fireball Plans Outlined

QUALICUM BEACH 
Members of the Quaiicum 
Beach Residents’ Association 
were given a rundown on the 
proposed new firchall at their 
regular October meeting. 

John Fletcher, a member of 
the Quaiicum Beach Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department ex¬ 
plained why the department* is 
asking the village for a* new 
540,000 fire hall. 

Fletcher said that residents 
[ save money by having a" fire 
department. Their Insurance 
| rates on property are $40 to 
550 lower on the average than 
j those just outside the village 
where there is no fire protec¬ 
tion. 

The members of the fire de¬ 
partment would like to have a 
new hall at the same location 
as the present no in the 
centre of the village. There is 
adequate land there to build 
the new hall and teat* down 
the old one afterwards. 

Fletcher explained that 
there are only two bays and 
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the department needs a tank 
truck. It already has two ve¬ 
hicles and there is nowhere 
to accommodate an extra one. 
Thera is very little clearance 
aroundihe large pump truck 
when it is backed into its bay. 

Some areas of the village 
have no hydrant s. Five 
hundred gallons of water are 
carried in the pump truck-and 
if this is not adequate to ex¬ 
tinguish a fire, it is necessary 
for the pump truck to go to 
the nearest hydrant and refill. 
By the time it has returned 
the fire will have flared up 
again and still more damage 
is done. This is one reason a 
1.000 to 1.500 gallon tank truck 
is required, explained 
Fletcher. 

He said that there are two 
regions, one to the north of 
Quaiicum Beach and the other 
to the south which have no 
fire protection. If the Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department at some 
future date extended protec¬ 
tion it would receive tax 
money from the area to help 
pay for equipment and opera- i 
tion of the department. At ; 
present there is an assess-’ 
ment of SI million which at a 
•’> mill lax rale would raise 
SJ.U00 per year. 

Fletcher said quite fre¬ 
quently the volunteer fire de¬ 
partment will try to help fight 
fires outside the village with¬ 


out taking the equipment and 
this is frustrating. They are 
not permitted to take equip¬ 
ment or vehicles beyond the 
municipal boundary, 

Fletcher envisions enhanc¬ 
ing the appearance of the new 
fire hall by planting shrubs 
around it. 

Peter Caley, editor of the 
Parksville Progress was the 
second guest speaker. He out¬ 
lined the many purposes of a 
newspaper including back¬ 
ground sendees which receive 
no publicity. 

• Caley said that the paper 


acts as a local ombudsman as 
the proviince does not have 
one,.
